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The Contractor’s Contribution 


A Lively Meeting 


IMMEDIATE IMPRESSIONS formed by the interested observer 
of the annual general meeting of the RIBA, held at 
Portland-place on Tuesday of last week, could well have 
been of a scrappy, sub-acid discussion of a not very well 
prepared, uninformative annual report. Those impressions 
remain in so far as the annual report is concerned but 
perusal of the discussion at the meeting shows that, 
despite getting off on the wrong foot due to an obvious 
breach of the by-laws, there was much good sense talked 
and a good deal of useful information extracted. 

The breach of the by-laws related to the calling of the 
meeting and the circulation of the report and accounts; in 
part due to late delivery by the printers, the documents 
reached many members not more than five days before 
May 3—a fact that was noted by MR. GEORGE WHITBY 
and MR. D. H. MCMORRAN, who asked that the report should 
be remitted to Council for issuing in proper form and in 
due time, and meanwhile that the meeting should take 
the form of a discussion. That this resolution was heavily 
defeated in no way should be taken as a criticism of their 
action; great play is being made just now of democratic 
principles at Portland-place and, with respect to the hard- 
working President, his reply, ‘ Does it really matter?’ was 
hardly sufficient answer to those members who consider 


the annual occasion of the presentation of the Council's 
report one of an importance sufficient to require adequate 
time for study. 

This particular report certainly required time for study, 
not so much of what was in it as of what was left out. A 
strong emphasis has been placed in recent years on the 
appearance of RIBA documents intended for the public 
eye, and with this members will be in accord; but if this is 
to be achieved at the cost of compression which results 
in some of the information being held out, then the 
Council must think again. Inadequate (in some cases) 
reporting of the year’s work coupled with lateness in 
getting the documents into the hands of the members 
could have combined to create a painful impression of 
lack of candour on the part of the Council, though it is 
fair to say that this view was not seriously sustained. 

A further cause of dissatisfaction lay in the difficulty 
of defining just what is the period under review. The 
report is headed ‘ The annual report of the Royal Institute 
of British Architects for the year 1959’; it is, of course, 
the report of the Council which, on page 3, is given as for 
July 1959-June 1960. The discrepancy is obvious: first 
the reigning Council can be held responsible for only half 
of the decisions made in the Institute year; second, there

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is a tendency to bring into debate matters which have 
been decided in the first four months or so of the current 
year which do not come within the scope of the report 
and cannot, properly, be discussed. An example of the 
difficulty is seen in the discussion arising from a proposi- 
tion by MR. E. B. REDFERN, from which the fact emerged 
that while invitations to form the new Board of Archi- 
tectural Education had been issued in March last, the 
general meeting had it so wished (and some members at 
least did so wish) could have exercised no influence on 
its composition because the matter strictly speaking was 
not before the meeting. 

This is clearly an unsatisfactory state of affairs—un- 
satisfactory, this is, if the ordinary members of the Insti- 
tute are to feel that they are to have a say, as individuals, 
in the running of their Institute’s business. If the 
ordinary member is to feel that his views are of interest 
and that oligarchic government is the better for being on 
occasion brought to account, then the Council should take 
immediate steps to hold its annual general meeting closer 
to the end of the period it reviews in its annual report. 

Nevertheless, some useful things came from the dis- 
cussion under review, not least MR. WALTER BOR’S plea for 
a more positive approach to planning (and not just the 
architect's place in planning) by the Council. MR. SPENCE 
gave an undertaking that this would be attended to 
promptly. Other information elicited was that the Council 
has appointed (since the period covered by the report) 
a full official Registration Council to think de novo about 
the Registration Acts and their shortcomings and what 
RIBA policy in regard to them should be. 

Finally, MR. CLEEVE BARR Stated that the report of the 
Constitutional Committee should be approved by Council 
next month, after which it will form the basis of new 
by-laws; these should be submitted to two special general 
meetings ‘ by the end of the year or by early next year.’ 
We commend to our readers the full summary of dis- 
cussion that begins on page 905. This does much to 
supplement a report which in future years, should be much 
more informative than the one presented last week.

Mr. C. G. Mant, CBE, FRIBA, who is to 
be the new Director General of Works, 
MOW 
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in Norfolk, was the architects’ severest 
critic. 

‘What curious things architects do in 
houses,’ she said. ‘They abolish front 
door handles, they do extraordinary 
things with the pipes so the water cas- 
cades down the stairs, and they crowd us 
up so we have no room. 

‘I don’t know why they do it. I won- 
der whether, as they sit at their boards, 
they really see their design as something 
in which people do things.’ Dr. Green 
said we needed a users’ advisory council 
to arraign the architects and tell them: 
‘You are our servants, not our masters, 
and you must learn to do as you are told.’ 

Mr. Arthur Ling, FRIBA, city architect, 
Coventry, pointed out some of the archi- 
tect’s difficulties. ‘We are expected,’ he 
said, ‘to provide for the seven ages of 
man in 1,000 square feet and with only 
£1,500 to spend.’ The three things most 
needed were space, layout/landscaping, 
and heating. Mr. Donald Gibson, 
V-PRIBA, asserted that in private hous- 
ing, building societies should make use of 
an architect a condition of lending money. 

There is no doubt that the RSH Con- 
gress reflected the growing demand for 


higher standards in our homes, and it is 
to be hoped that the rising standard of 
living we are promised will be applied to 
in this direction. 


‘The Grandeur that was Rome’ 


UNDER this title BBC Television is to 
present three documentary films on the 
last three Fridays in May, when an 
attempt will be made through the modern 
and expert eye of Sir Mortimer Wheeler 
to give unity and meaning to a vast array 
of imperial fragments. A great many 
remains in Britain, France, Western 
Germany, Italy and the Vatican have been 
specially filmed and cameras were taken 
by helicopter over the coast of Libya; in 
addition, existing material from Algeria, 
Spain, the Lebanon and Jordan has also 
been used.

Mural Painting Fund 

THE Edwin Austin Abbey Memorial Trust 
for Mural Painting in Great Britain has 
funds at its disposal for commissioning 
mural paintings and, we gather, would 
be pleased to consider applications from 
responsible bodies in charge of suitable 
buildings. 

It is within the discretion of the com- 
mittee of the Fund to select the buildings 
and sites for such paintings and the 
artists to be employed. The two chief 
provisions are that the paintings shall 
be in a public building or in a building 
belonging to a charitable institution in 
Great Britain and that only those artists 
who have proved themselves draughts- 
men, designers and mural painters of a 
very high order shall be entrusted with 
commissions.

Sir Charles Barry 


Architect and Gothic Revivalist

The shortage of accommodation for MPs has been the subject of much 
debate in recent years, and the matter was brought into prominence on 
March 4 when the Minister of Works was invited to make a definite state- 


ment on his department's policy. 


One member recalled a scheme by Sir 


Charles Barry, which was ordered to be published by the House of Commons 
on June 21, 1855, for the provision of additional buildings round New 
Palace Yard. This would provide, at a total cost of about £5m., an extra 
237 rooms in a manner in keeping with the architect’s original conception. 
On March 31 Lord John Hope gave details of a scheme to utilise the roof 
space of the Palace of Westminster, which, he said, could be converted to 
provide accommodation for 300 desks over an area of some 19,000 sq. ft. 
The total cost would be in the region of £250,000. Thus on the centenary 
of his death Sir Charles Barry’s masterpiece is once again in the news. 


SIR CHARLES BARRY, who died one hun- 
dred years ago, on May 12, was a much- 
abused architect. Indeed, it is said that 
the poisoned tongues of his enemies pur- 
sued him beyond the grave. And this is 
certainly true in the case of E. Welby 
Pugin who published a pamphlet seven 
years after Sir Charles’s death claiming 
all the credit for the art architecture of 
the Houses of Parliament for Pugin 
senior, the author’s father. Fortunately 
Sir Charles Barry had plenty of friends 
as well as enemies and the former were 
able to produce convincing evidence for 
the sketches they had seen him draw, all 
of which evidence was assembled in 
another pamphlet written by Dr. A. Barry, 
son of Sir Charles. 

Most of Sir Charles Barry’s life seems 
to have revolved around Westminster. 
He was born there. in Bridge-street, on 
May 23, 1795; he lived there while build- 
ing the Houses of Parliament; and his 
entire career is summed up in that aston- 
ishing memorial to him on the north bank 
of the Thames. His father was a well-to- 
do stationer, and Charles his fourth son. 


Early Training 


There was never any question as to 
how Barry was to spend his life for, as 
soon as he was old enough to hold a 
pencil, he showed a marked talent for 
architectural drawing. After being 
privately educated he was articled to 
the surveyors, Middleton and Bailey, of 
Paradise-row, Lambeth. There’ he 
remained six years, learning his craft. 
and finding further outlet for his ideas in 
painting which he exhibited at the Royal 
Academy. 

When his studies came to an end, 
Barry had the good fortune to be taken 
by his father on a leisurely tour of 
Greece and Turkey. In Athens they met 
a Mr. Baillie. who was so struck by the 
quality of Charles Barry’s drawings that 
he offered him £200 and expenses to 
accompany him to Egypt and Palestine 
for the purpose of sketching local places 
and people. Barry accepted this tempting 
offer, and the experience he gained 
exerted much influence upon his sub- 
sequent development. 

Baillie retained the greater proportion 
of sketches made on this tour but, when 


he died, they were bought by Charles 
Barry’s son, John Wolfe Barry. A few of 
the Palestine drawings were used by Fin- 
den to illustrate his Bible, and Barry’s 
notes on Baalbec were eventually pub- 
lished by the artist in ‘ The Architectural 
Publishing Society’s Dictionary.’ 

From Egypt Barry travelled through 
Cyprus, Rhodes, Halicarnassus and 
Malta to Sicily. This, too, was a reward- 
ing experience, for there he met John 
Lewis Wolfe. The two men were 
instantly drawn to one another, and a 
life-long friendship began. They had so

many thoughts in common that each 
proved an extension of the other’s ideas 
and, throughout their careers, they were 
constantly exchanging opinions. To- 
gether they journeyed through Italy, 
returning to London in 1820, where 
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Barry's excellent sketches were hailed 
with delight by the architectural world. 


First Successes 


He now took up residence in Ely-place, 
Holborn, and began to compete for some 
of the small Gothic churches then being 
considered. Success in this field made it 
possible for him to marry in 1822, and a 
string of professional triumphs followed. 
The first was St. Peter’s Church, 
Brighton, the prize design for which was 
submitted by Barry in 1823 and, the 
following year, he was commissioned to 
build the Royal Institute of Fine Arts in 
Manchester. 

The Barrys moved to Foley Place in 
1827 and, two years later, came the 
Travellers’ Club, Pall Mall, which took 
Barry two years to build, and in which 
he gave the public a generous taste of the 
simplicities and proportions of Italian 
Architecture. Barry’s next work of 
importance was in 1836 when he started 
to build the Manchester Atheneum, 
which was to increase his reputation for 
elegance in proportions. And from that 
he went on, the next year, to execute his 
finest work, the Reform Club, Pall Mall. 

This building displays the 
architect’s genius at its 
peak, and has been de- 
scribed as the most per- 
fectly proportioned building 
since the Italian Renais- 
sance. The central covered 
courtyard, lit by glazed 
scale-work converts. the 
whole of this area into a 
splendid saloon in which 
the full beauty of surround- 
ing arcades may be admired. 
He carried out the same 
idea, in 1847, at Bridge- 
water House which he built 
for the Earl of Ellesmere, 
and there the covered gal- 
lery is used for sculpture. 

An earlier design of 
Barry’s was the’ King 
VI Grammar School at Bir- 
mingham, begun in 1833 
and which took three years 
to complete. This was 
carried out in the perpen- 
dicular style, with the front 
broken by slight projections 
of the ends, emphasised by 
oriel windows. It was while 
Barry was engaged upon 
this that he met Pugin and 
John Thomas, both of whom 
were to work under him 
on the Houses of Parlia- 
ment in Westminster. 


The Palace of Westminster 
A project such as this is so rare an 
occurrence that the right-man-for-the-job 
maxim becomes almost a miracle as was 
the case of Charles Barry and the Houses 
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of Parliament. The previous building had 
been destroyed by fire in October, 1834 
and, the following June, a competition 
was announced for a new design, in 
which it was laid down ‘the style to be 
Gothic or Elizabethan.’ Closing date was 
November, but it was not until the last 
day of February, 1836, that the result was 
declared. Once it was known that Barry 
had entered there could have been [ttle 
surprise when it was announced that it 
was he who had been awarded first pre- 
mium. 

Like most official projects, this was a 
slow-moving affair and, although the 
river wall was started in 1837, the first 
stone of the building proper was not laid 
until April 27, 1840. The following year 
Barry moved to Great George-street, 
Westminster, to be near his work. This 
so colossal, so monumental task was to 
outlive his lifetime for, although it was 
finally opened by Queen Victoria in 1852, 
and Barry was awarded a knighthood, yet 
the new Houses of Parliament he had so 
magnificently conceived were not brought 
to a conclusion until after his death. It 
was his son, Edward Middleton Barry, 
who was responsible for the finishing 
touches. 

Little more than a century has now 
passed since it was completed, yet the 
present Parliament building has moulded 
itself so acceptably into the London land- 
scape that it might have been there for 
ever. The eye may stray over the sym- 
metry of its external shape with perfect 
satisfaction, and dwell upon the brilliant 
design of the clock tower with equal 


pleasure. Small wonder it has been the 
subject of more photographs and paintings 
than any other public building in the 
world, or that the Emperor Nicholas 
called it ‘a dream of stone.’ The grand 
entrance from Westminster Hall, with its 
great span of steps, never ceases to im- 
press; while Barry’s inspired plan for a 
cross-formation of corridors beneath a 
central octagon, was equally fine. This 
octagon, with its superb vaulting, forms 
one of the finest Gothic constructions in 
existence. 


Craft Schools 


So enormous was the conception of this 
undertaking that a whole world of sub- 
sidiary arts sprang up under its influence. 
To put into effect all the schemes he had 
mapped out for the Houses of Parliament, 
Barry set up schools of modelling, stone 
and wood carving, cabinet-making, metal- 
working, glass and decorative painting, 
and encaustic tile-making, all of which 
had revolutionary effects upon the arts in 
ever widening directions. John Thomas 
was put in charge of stone-carving, while 
Pugin oversaw the wood-carving, as well 
as being virtual head of all other depart- 
ments. 

During the twenty odd years Barry was 
working upon the Houses of Parliament, 
his ideas became so influenced by Gothic 
thinking that everything else he carried 
out was informed by it. He indulged 
heavily in vertical lines, breaking up sky- 
lines with end-attics, towers and pin- 
nacles (Bridgewater House was the one 
exception), and endeavoured to create 


effect in his buildings by a mass, in the 
shape of tower or dome, rising from a 
central point. The Privy Council Office, 
Highclere House, and the design for 
Clumber all exemplify this trend in his 
taste, and to the otherwise classic Halifax 
Town Hall, he added a tower and a stone 
steeple. 


Professional Jealousies 


In addition to his gifts as architect, 
Sir Charles was a fine landscape gardener. 
He was, in fact, a man of wide interests 
and exceptional energy who, throughout 
his hard-working career, was obliged to 
wage perpetual battle against professional 
jealousies, ill-informed criticism, and 
official interference. He was awarded the 
Royal Gold Medal of the RIBA for his 
services to architecture. 

When he felt that plans for the Houses 
of Parliament had reached a stage when 
his daily presence was no longer neces- 
sary, Barry retired to a house on Clapham 
Common called The Elms, and there he 
died on May 12, 1860. He was buried 
in Westminster Abbey. 


Sir Charles Barry Honoured 


EVERY YEAR members of the Reform 
Club, where stands a bust of Sir Charles 
Barry, architect of the Houses of Parlia- 
ment, dine together on the occasion of 
his birthday, May 23.

I 
should, however, like to refer to some of 
the matters very briefly mentioned in it. 

At last year’s annual general meeting you 
kindly promised an inquiry into the profits 
which this Institute makes from examination 
candidates who are obliged to present them- 
selves here because of the monopoly of 
examining powers which we enjoy. In this 
paper before us the income from this source 
is still absorbed in the ordinary funds, and 
seems in fact to have been transferred to the 
Development Fund. 

Very closely linked with this matter, Mr. 
President, is the absence of any report from 
the RIBA Registration Committee. They 
might have been expected, I should have 
thought, to look into the question raised 
again last year whether under the Registra- 
tion Act the Registration Council ought to 
hold its own examination. 

Turning to a different matter, I believe 
one can deduce the cost of the new premises 
from this paper or from an earlier one, but I 
should have thought it was time for the 
Council to tell us what the actual cost was. 
But the most important matter, in my view, 
sir, is the question of the reconstitution of 
the Board of Architectural Education. On 
this question, we are told in the Report it 
is in the process of being worked out, but 
my information is that it is already in effect, 
and that letters were sent out to public 
bodies about the middle of March. We are 
told this reconstitution came out of the 
Oxford Conference; the Oxford Conference 
is referred to in what passes as the Coun- 
cil’s Report. Mr. President, I was a member 
of the Oxford Conference, and I can assure 
you this was not discussed, and it did not 
appear in any form in the conclusions which 
were published from that Conference. The 
Council, I submit, had no mandate from the 
Conference in this respect. 


Composition of Board 

As regards the composition of the new 
Board we are told it is to consist of some 12 
to 15 members with full executive functions. 
We are not told who they are nor from what 
classes of membership they have been 
drawn; we are not told how long they are 
to hold office, nor what is to be a quorum 
in their meetings. These are not, I submit, 
trivial or frivolous issues; they affect the 
integrity of this Institute and the well- 
being of the profession. 

I am not satisfied—and this is the point 
of my remarks—with the peculiar way in 
which these important issues have been 
glossed over in this paper before us. A 
vital new measure has been introduced, in 
my view, without a frank submission to the 
general membership. In all seriousness I 
say to you, in the face of what you have 
said about the validity of this meeting, that 
having regard to our responsibilities under 
the law I think an even more serious view 
could be taken of some of the matters to 


which I have referred. (Hear, hear.) 

MR. W. HOME (A): I was very pleased to 
detect a really down-to-earth practical 
assessment of life as it is, in the Foreword. 
There is one phrase in particular which 
stimulates thought, in the fourth paragraph 
—* Whether, for instance, 6 per cent (if in- 
deed all architects get this) is still a sound 
economic basis will depend upon the services 
this fee is nowadays expected to cover.’ I 
should like to know whether, in view of the 
considerable discussion and research going 
into this percentage economics, does the 
Institute still enforce the same disciplinary 
action in the case of members reported for 
under-charging the 6 per cent? 

THE PRESIDENT: On special disciplinary 
action, once the Institute is furnished with 
evidence it takes very strong action, but it 
is no use talking about this sort of thing 
happening, or undercutting, if evidence is 
not forthcoming. You must send full 
evidence to the Institute, and then I can 
assure you very strong action is taken. The 
explanation of ‘if indeed all architects get 
this 6 per cent’ under this clause relates 
to where consultants are used the architect 
has to reduce his fee, but it would not be 
below 5 per cent, also it relates to the low 
fees one gets for some housing. 

There was a general point raised; this is 
the Report for 1959, and quite a lot of the 
work to which Mr. McMorran refers has 
been done perhaps later since that date. 

MR. MCMORRAN: Page 3 of the Report is 
headed July, 1959—June, 1960, and the whole 
of the business done in that year is open to 
discussion. 

THE PRESIDENT: This is a Report for 1959: 
it says so on the cover, and this is the 
Council which is in office from July, 1959 
to June, 1960. 

MR. MCMORRAN: Those by-laws which you 
and I agreed to observe do refer to the 
official year, which is the year of office of 
the Council. 


Defining Period Under Review 
THE SECRETARY: if I may comment briefly: 
there are great discrepancies, there always 


have been. It could be argued that this 
annual report in recent years has never been 
in order at all; if you interpret the official 
year, which is nowhere accurately defined in 
the by-laws, as running from June to June, 
our Reports have been run from February / 
March when they could be prepared, to the 
same time next year, and it would be diffi- 
cult to run it from June to June and still 
present it to an annual general meeting in 
May! 

We have tried to take the first step to- 
wards rationalising these dates by getting 
the annual report on the same basis as the 
accounts are presented, i.e. the calendar year 
January to December. The accounts are 
made out that way and we thought it a help 
to get the annual work of committees 
reported on in that way. You certainly still 
have this discrepancy which we must think 
about, that the Council is elected as from 
July and goes to the following June. 

MR. M°MORRAN (F): Thank you. I follow 
that explanation, but it has this peculiar 
effect which must be apparent to everyone 
here; if the Council takes some very drastic 
public action, such as it has taken over the 
Board of Architectural Education, during 
those months from January to May, are they 
going to be answerable for them, or their 
successors? 

THE PRESIDENT: They will be, in the next 
report, surely, because this covers the work 
of January to December, 1959. The next 
one will be from January to December, 1960, 
and I would have thought that would be 
reported then. 

MR. MCMORRAN: That is the obvious solu- 
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tion, but it has the effect that by the time 
that Report is published this action, which 
may or may not have been desirable, is 
fifteen months old, and the effects of it, 
evil or otherwise, have become accepted and 
it is too late to question them. I submit, 
sir, this is a most undesirable thing; it is 
not countenanced by the by-laws, and it 
goes to the root of the argument that the 
way this document is presented is such as to 
deceive the membership. 

THE PRESIDENT: It is a question of printing 
and getting it out. 

MR. MCMORRAN: I know there is a no- 
man’s-land between this meeting and the 
end of the session when there is a little 
doubt about people’s responsibilities. I do 
not see how that mechanical difficulty can 
be overcome, but by extending it for another 
three to four months you are going too far 
beyond the spirit and intention of our by- 
laws. 

MR. THURSTON M. WILLIAMS (A): Mr. 
McMorran has been leading us through the 
by-laws; No. 52 states each committee shall 
forward to the Council a report of its pro- 
ceedings. That includes the Board of Archi- 
tectural Education, which must submit its 
report in March. The matter to which Mr. 
McMorran refers took place after March, 
and we are within the by-laws, and nothing 
he can say and nothing we can say can get 
down through the by-laws. 

Action Taken in March 

MR. MCMORRAN: The public action taken 
by the Council as the result of the Board’s 
proceedings took place in March: I have 
checked that. 

MR. WHITBY: The by-law that Mr. Williams 
referred to says ‘In March each year the 
Boards and Committees shall each forward 
to the Council a report of their proceedings 
during the official year... .’ This has been 
well and truly violated in every respect, be- 
cause you have said these reports run from 
January to December, not March to March. 

MR. G. T. WEST (A): Does it say in the by- 
law it shall cover the period March to 
March? 

MR. W. G. BOR (A): I should like to com- 
ment on the new Committee structure, as far 
as it relates to the change from the old 
Town and Country Planning and Housing 
Committee to the new Design and Planning 
Committee. Is it our intention to follow 
the Government’s deliberate policy of water- 
ing down the importance of town planning 
by changing a not very effective Town and 
Country Planning Committee to a possibly 
even less effective Design and Planning 
Committee? Post-war town planning has so 
far been concerned with the redevelopment 
of blitzed areas and the development of New 
Towns. The much more difficult and com- 
plex task of urban renewal is staring us in 
the face and we are not ready for it. The 
town planning profession is desperately short 
of architect /town planners sufficiently skilled 
and experienced to tackle these formidable 
problems. Whose fault is it that town plan- 
ning lost its appeal and got into a rut? I 
think we architects must take a good deal 
of the blame since for the past decade or so 
we as a profession have turned our backs 
on to planning. If we now ask for archi- 
tects to be restored to the forefront of plan- 
ning, then surely planning must be in the 
forefront of the RIBA. There may or may 
not be a case for a separate Design Com- 
mittee; but may I urge the new Council to 
set up a separate Pianning Committee solely 
concerned with planning matters and urban 
design, for which, I submit, there is a very 
strong case indeed. 

MR. C. G. L. SHANKLAND (A): I should like 
to support what Mr. Walter Bor has said. 
It is time for us as an Institute to recognise

DIGBETH-IN-THE-FIELD CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH HAS BEEN 
built on part of the playing fields bought by the Birmingham 
Digbeth Institute as a recreation ground for city children. 
As the city moved outwards, and housing grew up around 
the ‘ Field,’ it became necessary to hold services in the pavil- 
lion which had been built. Just after the war a small hall 
was erected and, recently, with a rapidly growing congrega- 
tion, further expansion became necessary. The basic need 
was for a large, well-lighted church, with ancillary accom-

modation for youth work, social activities, classes and meet- 
ings. To give the necessary unity to the scheme, and also 
a sense of community, all the buildings, both old and new, 
have been grouped around an enclosed garden. As a tower 
was not desired, visual distinction has been given to the 
church itself by careful siting, and by designing it with a high 
pitched tile roof, which dominates the surrounding buildings 
and houses. 

So that the church can be closed off from other parts of

the building, a separate entrance 
through a small porch has 
been provided near the ‘west’ 
end, and this is intended to 
be used for all formal occasions. The 
interior of the church has been 
treated as a simple space clothed in 
natural woods with visual interest 
provided by an alternating pattern 
of cream coloured arches and white 
arrowhead dormer windows. Applied 
colour has been used sparingly, and 
is restricted to a range of lilacs and 
soft purples, offset by the deep blue- 
green of the arch-recesses. All 
other painted surfaces are white. 
Plastered walls have been slightly 
textured, to obtain a deeper tone 
than elsewhere. 

The Communion table is 
emphasised by two tall flanking 
timber ‘curtains’ in quartered 
silver elm, and a very simple Cross 
made of two plain boards bolted 
together is fixed to the _ wall 
between. 

The church roof is of double skin 
wood construction, roofed with 
hand-made pantiles and lined with 
cedar boarding, with copper covered 
dormer windows. This is supported 
on eight laminated timber arches 
with a clear span of 40 ft. and a 
height of 38 ft. Other roofs are of 
prefabricated timber decking 
bitumen felted, with copper covered 
eaves. The flat roofs are insulated 
with } in. softboard, and the pitched 
roofs with rock wool lining. 

Brickwork generally is in red 
sandfaced hand-made Warwickshire 
bricks, interspersed with small 
panels of Sussex black bricks and 
relieved by cedar boarding and white 
painted softwood frames. Steps are 
in Hornton Stone. 

The church is_ floored’ with 
Muhuhu blocks; Minister’s and 
Deacons’ vestries with cork; else- 
where with thermoplastic tiles. The 
foyer linoleum flooring was 
designed by John Sweet, ATD, 
RBSA, and decorative tiles in the 
church lobby were designed by Alan 
Boyson, ARCA. 

Heating is by warmed air from 
convectors fed by an_ oil-fired 
boiler, which permits a minimum of 
time in warming-up the building 
prior to use. The remainder of the 
heating is by radiators or radiant 
glass panels. 
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Daylighting is planned so that the 
lighting level in the church nowhere 
falls below a 2 per cent sky factor. 
Artificial light is provided by power- 
ful spotlights mounted at the top of 
the dormers and on one of the 
arches.

THE BUILDING OF NEW LABORATORIES for the Department of 
Chemical Engineering represents another stage in the 
redevelopment of the Museum site. The wing completes the 
west side of a courtyard formed by the laboratories of the 
Department of Zoology. Additional accommodation has 
been obtained by alterations and additions to existing build- 
ings in Pembroke-street, which were part of the old 
Chemistry Laboratories. 

Accommodation in the new building consists of unit 
operations laboratories, administrative offices, lecture 
rooms, library and research laboratories. The conversion 
consists also of unit operations laboratories, drawing 
offices, lecture rooms and research accommodation. 

The laboratories have been designed to conform with the 
University’s requirements, which are that the building should 
be capable of alteration and addition within the external 
walls, have clear spans free of intermediate supports, and also 
that the arrangement of services should permit alterations 
to the layout of the department without interrupting the work 
of the whole department. 

The small-scale laboratories on the upper floors of the 
building are provided with the normal pipe services, fume- 
extract ventilation and electrical services. Distribution from 
central risers is made through the voids above the suspended 
ceilings and the design allows for services to be provided,

now or later, in standard position on any module. The 
unit operations laboratory at lower ground floor level has 
water, town gas, compressed air and steam available in fairly 
large quantities and with the maximum flexibility in supply. 
The compressed air and steam are piped at varying pressures 
from plant chambers at lower ground floor level in the old 
Building where diesel and electric motor-driven air com- 
pressors and gas-fired steam boilers are located. Facilities 
are provided to vary the pressures and quantities of air and 
steam supplied to each main. Heating is generally by heated 
acoustic ceilings and the building is divided into zones for 
the purposes of temperature control. The controls are 
designed to close down the heating completely at night and 
to provide an early morning boost to raise the temperature 
quickly before the hours of occupation. By this method 
maximum fuel economy is attained. 

The structure of the building is steel framed with com- 
pound lattice girders spanning 47 ft. 6 in. The floor con- 
struction is of 2 in. precast blocks with normal finishing 
screeds and floor finishes. The external cladding of the 
building is brickwork, and standard metal casement windows. 
Roof construction is steel frame with woodwool slabs 
finished in sheet copper. 

All the working laboratories have been fitted with services 
on the rack principle and the under-bench equipment is

designed in units which can be easily removed for servicing, 
maintenance and replanning of service requirements. 


The lecture room on the first floor of the old building has 
been reconstructed out of an existing chemistry laboratory 
and its shape and size dictated by the existing structure. In 
spite of this, 100 seats have been provided in the theatre with 
a full complement of audio and visual aids. The total area 
of accommodation made available is 21,580 sq. ft. in the new 


building, and 19,666 sq. ft. in the conversion. The estimated 
cost is £258,200 including services and fixed furniture.

The Joint College and the RIBA; Joint Training;

The Joint College and the RIBA 


sir,—Mr. Enthoven’s letter published in 
‘The Builder’ of May 6 acknowledges 
the difficulty ‘of maintaining RIBA 
recognition to bridge the interim period 
during which the new course is proving 
itself.’ Furthermore, Mr. Enthoven makes 
clear that the course will only be recog- 
nised if satisfactory results are produced 
after the first cycle of years has been 
completed. 

Thus the possibility of the new course 
failing to obtain recognition is admitted. 
It is clear from what Mr. Enthoven has 
written that the freedom of the new 
course may be a freedom to direct its 
efforts towards producing results which 
the RIBA may be willing to approve in 
about six years from now. With this 
vague directive, it seems inevitable that 
the authorities governing the Joint Col- 
lege will be forced to be conservative in 
the development of new aims and new 
methods. This is what I think is a regret- 
table policy, whether it is pre-Oxford 
Conference or post-Oxford Conference. 

I apologise to Mr. Benton and to 
ARCUK for saying that it is only through 
the RIBA examinations that students of 
the new centre may become Registered 
Architects. I was, of course, aware that 
application for recognition could be made 
direct to ARCUK and, as Mr. Benton has 
raised the question, may one ask what 
ARCUK’s policy is in regard to the recog- 
nition of the examinations of a new type 
of course, such as has been proposed for 
the Joint College? The question is not 
worth answering if, as I suppose, the 
policy of ARCUK is almost identical with 
that of the RIBA for, in that case, my 
fears about a restriction of freedom to 
experiment will remain unchanged.

Joint Training 
sirR,—No substantial progress is likely to 
be made towards the joint training of 
architects, builders, quantity surveyors 
and structural engineers until essential 
differences in training policy are resolved. 

Architects are trained in educational 
establishments which are expected to 
provide, as part of their courses, the type 
of practical experience which other pro- 
fessional pupils obtain by working as 
assistants to practitioners. 

Quantity surveyors have, for some 
years, promised a new statement of train- 
ing policy but, hitherto, they have 
favoured office training with the mini- 
mum of regard for academic studies. 

Engineers have reserved their highest 
regard for a first degree course at a uni- 
versity followed by two years of practical 
training, preferably including both office 
and site work. The university course in 
engineering has become increasingly

refined, academically, and detached from 
vocational requirements. 

Builders attach great importance to the 
acquiring of experience of industry but 
have recently encouraged sandwich 
courses, essentially vocational in charac- 
ter and unrefined, as yet, academically. 

Under these conditions, the principal 
of a college of building studies may be 
pardoned for electing to play the hand in 
no-trumps, however great his preference 
for holding strong suits. 

Translating oneself with Mr. Trench 
into another world, one is faced with 
interesting problems of admission 
requirements for a common basic course. 
In the foreseeable future, there is little 
alternative to relating these requirements 
to GCE Advanced Level passes. The pro- 
vision of a wide choice of subjects would 
necessitate extensive assimilation 
arrangements within the course to the 
detriment of its unity. On the other 
hand, a narrowing of the choice to, say, 
mathematics and science subjects would 
exclude large numbers of students who 
might well have it in them to become 
architects, builders, quantity surveyors or 
even engineers. One might, in spite of 
the Crowther Report, suppose that the 
universities and the schools would be less 
firmly tied to a policy of specialisation 
of sixth-form studies. After all, it is 
another world.

Architects’ inquiries are, again almost 
universally, for use under the Nominated 
Supplier’s clause of the RIBA Form of 
Contract. To save disputes with builders 
on settlement of accounts in addition to 
saving the architect the time and cost of 
writing needless letters to secure con- 
firmation, it would seem that a campaign 
is called for to ask merchants always 
to quote to architects in the following 
form: 

‘Price £x xs. xd. being Trade Price 
subject to 5 per cent Cash Discount to 
the Builder.’ 

Then, as merchants may do, they will 
have added to the trade price but all will 
know where they are.

Federation's Annual Dinner 


OVER 800 members and guests attended 
the annual dinner of the Federation of 
Civil Engineering Contractors, held at 
the Dorchester Hotel, Wl, on Tuesday, 
with the retiring President, Mr. R. M. 
Douglas, OBE, in the chair. 

LORD JOHN HOPE, Minister of Works, 
who proposed the toast of the Federation, 
said that the indications were that the 
demand for civil engineering work in 
1960 would be higher than in 1959. ‘1 
understand,’ he said, ‘ that the road pro- 
gramme is likely to be some £13m. higher 
than last year and that more work will be 
wanted for water and sewerage schemes, 
atomic energy, railways and coal. 

‘I should like to be able to tell you 
that there will be a greatly increased de- 
mand for work which can be done by the 
smaller contractor. But that wish cannot 
be father to the thought this time. The 
Government gives local authorities a 
fairly free hand in deciding what civil 
engineering work to do and I know that 
your industry is adjusting itself to the 
pattern of demand. 

‘We, in this country, like most of the 
western countries, are continually learn- 
ing how economic freedom for the indi- 
vidual concern and individual consumer 
can be combined with policies to ensure 
that the economy is not at the mercy of 
those disruptive forces which seem to 
arise spontaneously in the complex of 
modern industrial societies. One of the 
lessons which I think we have now all 
learnt is that the economy is more like 
a fast train than a fast car—it cannot be 
very rapidly accelerated or slowed down 
and attempts to do so are wasteful and 
destructive. I am sure you will welcome 
the early and relatively mild measures 
which the Chancellor has taken to slow 
down the rate of expansion of the 
economy. You will, I think, agree that 
this kind of sensitive and gentle hand on 
the throttle is what is needed.’ 


Work Overseas 


Continuing, the Minister referred to 
work overseas. ‘It may be that you will 
meet increasing competition in many 
overseas areas. This is happening to 
some of our manufacturing industries and 
our share in the world’s export trade has 
declined. To some extent this is because 
traditional goods and traditional markets 
have fallen victim to technical, social and 
political change. 

‘This is why the enterprise that you 
have shown in undertaking work in all 
parts of the world is so very important. 
Very large schemes are currently being 
carried out by British firms in Canada, 
Sudan, Borneo, Nigeria, Brazil, Turkey 
and many other countries. I hope you 
will not relax your efforts to establish 
yourselves against foreign competition 
overseas on an increasing scale.’ 

MR. R. M. DOUGLAS, in his response, 
speaking of the immediate future, said: 
‘IT think we can now say we have every 
reason for modest optimism. The upsurge 
in industrial investment with the record 


of approvals in the first quarter of this 
year is a source of great encouragement 
to us all, not only for the work it brings 
directly, but with further expansion of 
industrial demand, a future demand in 
the form of works for power, water, etc., 
is eventually created. Let us hope that 
we may steer clear of economic difficul- 
ties and that the present satisfactory 
trend in construction may continue. 

‘So far as our industry is concerned,’ 
he continued, ‘we have waited patiently 
for many years for a well-planned long- 
term programme of road work and I 
make no apology for reiterating that we 
are confident of our ability to handle a 
vastly larger programme. 

‘The equipment is available; the mate- 
rials are available; the “ know-how” is 
available, and the labour—which, on a 
highly mechanised operation of this de- 
scription is capable of an output value of 
2 or 3 times that achieved on normal con- 
struction—is also available.’

The Annual Report 


In the annual report of the FCEC, Mr. 
J. Maurice Laing, the retiring Chairman, 
draws attention to the surplus of 
managerial and plant capacity in the civil 
engineering industry. He says the time 
must come when the emphasis on the 
construction programme will change and 
that the civil engineering industry, which 
is concerned with heavy capital engineer- 
ing projects, must become more occupied. 
Until then individual companies must 
remain as strong as possible and this will 
not be achieved if contractors continue to 
take on umremunerative work. It is 
surely better for contractors to do less 
work and avoid losses rather than 
weaken themselves by accepting con- 
tracts at less than cost. 

The annual report, which contains a 
detailed analysis of the causes of short- 
age of small civil engineering contracts 
reveals that a major factor is the high 
interest rate imposed on borrowing by 
local authorities who are large ‘ buyers’ 
of civil engineering works. 

The report also points out that when 
local authority work has become short 
many of these bodies who have direct 
labour organisations, have, without com- 
petition, been able to maintain the turn- 
over of these organisations, causing all 
reductions in volume of work to be 
borne by contractors.

sir,—Mr. Enthoven’s letter published in 
‘The Builder’ of May 6 acknowledges 
the difficulty ‘of maintaining RIBA 
recognition to bridge the interim period 
during which the new course is proving 
itself.” Furthermore, Mr. Enthoven makes 
clear that the course will only be recog- 
nised if satisfactory results are produced 
after the first cycle of years has been 
completed. 

Thus the possibility of the new course 
failing to obtain recognition is admitted. 
It is clear from what Mr. Enthoven has 
written that the freedom of the new 
course may be a freedom to direct its 
efforts towards producing results which 
the RIBA may be willing to approve in 
about six years from now. With this 
vague directive, it seems inevitable that 
the authorities governing the Joint Col- 
lege will be forced to be conservative in 
the development of new aims and new 
methods. This is what I think is a regret- 
table policy, whether it is pre-Oxford 
Conference or post-Oxford Conference. 

I apologise to Mr. Benton and to 
ARCUK for saying that it is only through 
the RIBA examinations that students of 
the new centre may become Registered 
Architects. I was, of course, aware that 
application for recognition could be made 
direct to ARCUK and, as Mr. Benton has 
raised the question, may one ask what 
ARCUK'’s policy is in regard to the recog- 
nition of the examinations of a new type 
of course, such as has been proposed for 
the Joint College? The question is not 
worth answering if, as I suppose, the 
policy of ARCUK is almost identical with 
that of the RIBA for, in that case, my 
fears about a restriction of freedom to 
experiment will remain unchanged.

Joint Training 
siR,—No substantial progress is likely to 
be made towards the joint training of 
architects, builders, quantity surveyors 
and structural engineers until essential 
differences in training policy are resolved. 

Architects are trained in educational 
establishments which are expected to 
provide, as part of their courses, the type 
of practical experience which other pro- 
fessional pupils obtain by working as 
assistants to practitioners. 

Quantity surveyors have, for some 
years, promised a new statement of train- 
ing policy but, hitherto, they have 
favoured office training with the mini- 
mum of regard for academic studies. 

Engineers have reserved their highest 
regard for a first degree course at a uni- 
versity followed by two years of practical 
training, preferably including both office 
and site work. The university course in 
engineering has become increasingly

refined, academically, and detached from 
vocational requirements. 

Builders attach great importance to the 
acquiring of experience of industry but 
have recently encouraged sandwich 
courses, essentially vocational in charac- 
ter and unrefined, as yet, academically. 

Under these conditions, the principal 
of a college of building studies may be 
pardoned for electing to play the hand in 
no-trumps, however great his preference 
for holding strong suits. 

Translating oneself with Mr. Trench 
into another world, one is faced with 
interesting problems of admission 
requirements for a common basic course. 
In the foreseeable future, there is little 
alternative to relating these requirements 
to GCE Advanced Level passes. The pro- 
vision of a wide choice of subjects would 
necessitate extensive assimilation 
arrangements within the course to the 
detriment of its unity. On the other 
hand, a narrowing of the choice to, say, 
mathematics and science subjects would 
exclude large numbers of students who 
might well have it in them to become 
architects, builders, quantity surveyors or 
even engineers.

Housing Londoners in Hampshire 


REPRESENTATIVES of the London County 
Council and Hampshire County Council 
met at the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government in London on Monday to 
discuss the movement of industry and 
population from London into Hampshire, 
beyond the metropolitan green belt. The 
meeting was at the invitation of Mr. 
Henry Brooke, the Minister, who pre- 
sided. 

A Ministry statement afterwards said 
that the Hampshire representatives pro- 
posed that, instead of building a new town 
at Hook the LCC should join with them 
and the other local authorities princi- 
pally concerned in expanding existing 
towns in Hampshire. Basingstoke, And- 
over and Tadley were mentioned as pos- 
sibilities. 

The LCC had already agreed with 
Basingstoke Town Council on a scheme 
for rehousing 12,000 Londoners by ex- 
pansion of the town. The Hampshire 
proposal was for consideration of a much 
bigger expansion, to include houses for 
sale as well as to let, in which they had 
reason to believe that the town council 
would be prepared to co-operate. 

The LCC representatives welcomed the 
suggestions and agreed to examine them 
urgently in the hope that they would 
prove a mutually acceptable alternative to 
Hook.

Housing Londoners in Hampshire

meeting was at the invitation of Mr. 
Henry Brooke, the Minister, who pre- 
sided. 

A Ministry statement afterwards said 
that the Hampshire representatives pro- 
posed that, instead of building a new town 
at Hook the LCC should join with them 
and the other local authorities princi- 
pally concerned in expanding existing 
towns in Hampshire.

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there has been a change in the public atti- 
tude to planning; I think our action should 
reflect this. How can we deal with it unless 
we have a committee which considers deeply 
such things as the lessons of the Piccadilly 
inquiry? The RIBA was the only body 
which did not say a single word on that 
occasion. But we should not only point a 
finger at other people’s mistakes; we should 
examine the problem deeply and have a 
committee which comes forward to the 
Council with policies to grapple with the 
problems. 

THE HON. SECRETARY: This matter has been 
considered by the Policy Committee, and 
some statement will eventually be put to the 
Council for their consideration. In the last 
year also the Institute and the President have 
been prodding the Ministers and Ministries 
concerned over this matter, and it has been 
in the minds of the Council in the last 
twelve months. 


Need for High Priority 


PROFESSOR MATTHEW: This is a matter 
which I think should be put very high on 
priority of the next year’s Policy Committee. 
We are in a stage of great fluidity as to our 
attitude to town planning in this Institute, 
that will not be easily or quickly resolved. 
I hope, Mr. President, this will be high 
priority for the Policy Committee and what 
will follow from that will be a very clearly 
defined policy on the part of the RIBA. 

THE PRESIDENT: I would like to say after 
these speakers that we will certainly take 
this suggestion very seriously, and it will 
certainly come up for discussion in the 
Policy Committee. 

MR. WHITBY: Is there still a Registration 
Committee? It does not appear in the list, 
but its Chairman appears as a member of 
Council. 

THE SECRETARY: The explanation there is 
that there used to be an unofficial committee 
which was not more than a kind of caucus 
of RIBA members of the ARCUK. The 
reason it does not appear clearly in the 
Report of 1959 was that it was thought 
what might be more profitable would be a 
full official Registration Committee of the 
RIBA, whose function should be to think 
very hard again and de novo about the 
Registration Acts and shortcomings, and 
what the policy vis-a-vis those Acts could 
profitably be for five or ten years. That has 
been agreed by Council and appointed: 
this is more recent than December, 1959, 
and does not appear in the Report. 

MR. MCMORRAN: Can I take it that the 
matter I mentioned earlier, i.e. whether the 
Registration Council ought under its powers 
to hold an examination, might be the sort of 
thing that committee could look into? 

MR. EVERARD HAYNES (Secretary to the 
Board of Architectural Education and Secre- 
tary to the Statutory Board): There is no 
onus on the Architects’ Registration Council 
under the 1931 Act to hold its own examina- 
tions except when specifically recommended 
by the Board to do so. After I spoke at 
the Annual General Meeting last year, the 
Registrar, Mr. David Benton, confirmed that 
as the correct procedure and interpretation. 

MR. R. D. BUTTERELL (A): We still have no 
mechanism in the RIBA whereby we can 
hold a special general meeting. How soon 
can we expect an amended by-law whereby 
we can do this? 

MR, A. W. CLEEVE BARR (A) (Chairman, 
Constitutional Committee): We have today 
presented what we hope is our final report 
to the Council; it was referred back on one 


tiny item, but otherwise I hope it will be 
finally approved at the June meeting of 
Council and then published. We have picked 
up a number of by-law points, some of which 
were raised at the Annual General Meeting 
two years ago, and this is one of them. We 
are making provision for a by-law to make 
an obligation on the Council to call a Special 
General Meeting at the requisition of 100 
members. If, as I hope the report will be 
finally approved at the next meeting of 
Council, the thing should, we think, become 
operative, and the new by-laws approved 
subject to the two Special General Meetings 
that will be required to approve them, by the 
end of the year or by early next year. 

LT.-COL. LESSLIE K. WATSON (F): Mr. Cleeve 
Barr said he had submitted what he hoped 
was their final report to the Council today, 
and he hoped the Council would approve it 
and then it would be published. I would 
like to be reassured that it will be submitted 
to the Allied Societies before it is finally 
approved. 

MR, CLEEVE BARR: I would not like the 
speaker to be under the impression that we 
had not done our best to keep the Allied 
Societies in the picture. Over the last two 
years we have sent round drafts for their 
comments; last December and in January we 
had two full meetings with all the presidents 
of the British Allied Societies. We have not 


circulated the final draft, but that has been 
composed by our committee taking into 
account all the opinion that we could get, 
and it really is for the Council, on which the 
Allied Societies are extremely well repre- 
sented, to take the final decision and make 
recommendation to the General Meeting. 


Consulting Allied Societies 


LT.-COL, WATSON: I do not want to delay 
you, but I had the impression that it would 
be referred to the Allied Societies before 
final approval by the Council. I put it to 
you to look up what the undertaking was; 
that was my recollection. 

THE PRESIDENT: I do not think that is the 
case. 

THE HON. SECRETARY: I do not think any 
undertaking like that was given. The Council 
adopts or rejects the report of the Constitu- 
tional Committee, and I do not think any 
undertaking was given to refer this to the 
Allied Societies, 

MR, CLEEVE BARR: Yesterday there was a 
meeting of the Allied Societies’ Conference, 
at which they had the final report and fully 
considered it. 

MR, J, GORDON BERRY (F): If the Council 
approve in June this new machinery, will it 
become operative from then, or subject to 
further ratification? 

THE PRESIDENT: If passed by the Council, 
that is part of the government of the Insti- 
tute, but there are lots of points attendant 
on the Constitution which will take some 
time to come through; for example, Privy 
Council and by-laws are concerned before 
it can come into effect. 

MR. BERRY: The general membership will, 
however, have an opportunity of studying it? 
So few of us know what has gone on. 

THE PRESIDENT: It will be published as 
soon as the Council agree on it, and this of 
course has been done, as I stress again, as 
an active thing within the whole of the 
profession, and it does not represent one 
section at all. Once it is a considered full 
document it will be published after the 
Council has agreed to adopt it. 

MR. CLEEVE BARR: The report is in plain 
English, it is intended to be: only in that way 
will you discuss it. It has been discussed 
on that basis with the Allied Societies; it 
will be published after the June Council 
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meeting in that form. Then it will be 
necessary for the secretariat with lawyers to 
translate it into by-law form. Then there 
will be two special general meetings to be 
held not less than 7 and not more than 28 
days one after the other, which could take 
place at some time in the early part of the 
winter, 

THE PRESIDENT: I feel as President I must 
say the Competitions Committee has done 
very good work this year, because I think 
we have had more competitions open to 
young architects than ever before since the 
war. I think they are to be congratulated. 

MR, BUTTERELL: I think the idea of two- 
stage competitions should be pursued. When 
there are a number of interesting competi- 
tions about, you may have to think very 
hard; they do not come one every six or 
twelve months. If people had the oppor- 
tunity and only had to prepare yin. scale 
plans and elevations it would widen the field 
of people coming in. The more competitions 
that can be assessed and organised in that 
way, the better results. 

THE PRESIDENT: Whenever I meet these 
deputations—and I meet a great many—I try 
to sell them the idea of a competition, and 
go over the different methods. When they 
can invite competitors to compete I make it 
clear where the security lies and where the 
control lies in the RIBA. One has to leave 
it to them. I do press on many occasions 
for two-stage competitions. Some, like town 
halls, rather like a splash, a full-blown com- 
petition with everyone submitting plans. It 
appeals to them that they have this great 
show of plans, and rather than have no 
competitions at all one cannot help but 
accept that, though I always press for the 
two-stage competition in suitable cases. 
Some cases are not suitable, where detail 
is an absolute essential to final judgment, 
but often the two-stage competition can 
work very well indeed. 

MR. R, G. SMITH (A): In a recent two-stage 
competition there was some correspondence 
in a certain section of the technical Press 
regarding the function of the President dur- 
ing the time of holding of a competition. 
Can you give us clarification under the by- 
laws regarding the President acting as an 
assessor for the competition? 

THE PRESIDENT: I do not think there is 
anything to prevent him acting as assessor. 
I think it is good he should do so because 
if you have an assessor from the ranks, you 
are taking one more competitor away. 


President as Arbiter 


MR, SMITH: I was thinking particularly of 
any dispute arising during the competition. 
The by-laws I believe in respect of com- 
petitions state that the President is to be 
the arbiter in the event of any dispute. 

THE PRESIDENT: As I happen to be an 
assessor in one competition, I should still be 
the arbiter if there is any dispute. 

MR. MCMORRAN: The competitions system 
has been hammered out by this Institute over 
a couple of generations. To tinker with the 
Regulations for Competitions is a very 
foolish and dangerous thing. 

The onus in all competitions is upon the 
assessor. My impression is that some 
assessors do not take their responsibilities 
sufficiently seriously. My own personal 
experience as an assessor is that if the 
recommendations of the Institute are faith- 
fully followed and applied meticulously, it 
results in the fullest exploration of the 
problem with the minimum expenditure of 
work on the part of the competitors, 

MR, E, B. REDFERN (A): I first started read- 
ing the reports of the Oxford Conference in 
the ‘Journal’ about nine months ago and 
came to the conclusion that the Board were 
out of touch with the opinions of members, 
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or were inclined to ignore those opinions if 
they knew of them. I therefore decided to 
make a pilot survey by sending a question- 
naire to over 1,000 members. I have had 
hundreds of replies and have now analysed 
enough to know that the Board should re- 
consider decisions which this annual meeting 
is being asked to approve. Several local 
associations are also working on new recom- 
mendations, 

I can state with authority that there is a 
serious divergence of opinion as to whether 
two ‘A’ levels will improve our future pro- 
fessional status, and that only a very small 
proportion believe that the external examina- 
tion should ultimately be abolished in favour 
of the schools’ examination. It can be taken 
for granted that all members believe that 
improvements are desirable in the standard 
of entry and that the standard of qualifica- 
tion should be raised. Those of us who are 
opposing the Board are as keen as anyone 
on those objectives, and are doing so because 
we believe they are concerned less with the 
status of the architect than with the status 
of the schools. When looking for a reason 
for this, it was illuminating to find that the 
teaching profession has a clear working 
majority in the composition of the Board 
(now to be an Advisory Board) and it was 
obvious from recommendations printed in 
the April ‘Journal’ that the new Board was 
to be similarly biased. I believe it is a bad 
thing for education committees to be com- 
posed mainly of teachers, and have written 
to the ‘Journal’ to say so; but I was dis- 
turbed to find that the new Board has, in 
fact, already been appointed, and that it has 
such a composition that it will never do 
anything else except ‘rubber stamp’ the 
opinions of the advisory body. 

In view of these disturbing factors, I 
suggest that the report should not be 
accepted as it stands, and I wish to move a 
resolution: 

* That the report be accepted subject to 
the following: That the Council instruct 
the Board to defer implementation of the 
Oxford proposals until the views of Local 
Associations and individuals have been 
published and considered, and that they 
appoint the new Board in proportions 
equivalent to the published composition 
of the RIBA membership.’ 

MR, MCMORRAN: I would like to have the 
honour of seconding his amendment. 

MR. EVERARD HAYNES (Secretary of the 
Board): A large number of points have been 
made. First, with regard to RIBA examina- 
tions, these must obviously be kept in being 
as long as any candidates exist to take them. 
There is the impact on the Architects Regis- 
tration Acts in that the RIBA external 
examinations qualify for registration. That 
I feel sure will never be lost sight of by 
the Council in looking at the future of their 
own examinations, 


The Advisory Council 


As to the Board of Architectural Education 
and the revision: it was not a recommenda- 
tion of the Oxford Conference that the 
constitution of the Board should be revised, 
but it arose as a result of working out the 
Oxford recommendations in the Report of 
a Committee on the Oxford Conference. The 
Board considered the proposals for its own 
amendment, and approved the proposals, 
which have been promulgated, for the Board 
to become the Advisory Council and for a 
smaller body, the Board, in conformity with 
by-law 49, to be set up. These appointments 
have been made, and while in this Annual 
Report it refers to the necessary constitu- 
tional changes being worked out, that is 
because the report runs to December 31] 
when we are now in May, and we have taken 
this action. Letters have already gone out 


to the bodies appointing representatives to 
what is now the Advisory Council explaining 
this change in the composition and explain- 
ing about immediate action, reporting and 
recommending direct to the Council. The 
appointing bodies have all been told of the 
constitution of the Board. It is too late 
now, I submit, to go back on the decision 
about the two ‘A’ levels, in that they have 
already been promulgated to come into effect 
from September 1, 1961. The question of 
the so-called second category is still under 
consideration by the Council, who are being 
advised by the Special Committee set up 
to consider and report upon it. 

MR. REDFERN: What the Board is proposing 
is not in conformity with the wishes of the 
majority of members of this Institute. I 
would draw attention to the fact that the 
new Board is proposed by the Council, and 
approved by the Council. We are now being 
presented with the old fait accompli tech- 
nique, 


Complex Issues 


MR. W. A, ALLEN (A): It seems to me there 
are a curious lot of issues mixed up in this 
business. I accept that these are Mr. 
Redfern’s opinions of the questions, but the 
answers he will get to them will not really 
represent the views of the people to whom 
he sent them. We have heard in our Council 
today that the two ‘A’ levels are in any case 
generally operated by the schools as matters 
stand; it will not make a lot of difference 
to most of the major schools; it will affect 
training to some extent, but not the major 
part of it, as things stand. Again, Mr. 
Redfern attached great importance that pro- 
fessional status is dropping and dropping. 
I submit it is rising and rising: we have 
an enormous amount more business. Miss 
Milne’s statistics for the first quarter show 
an increase of 20 per cent passing through 
the offices; that is a sample, correctly taken. 

MR. G. PHILIP BELL (A): As an extreme 
provincial I am sure most provincial archi- 
tects are entirely satisfied with the proposal 
of the two ‘A’ level. There may be some 
dissension about the two-tier Oxford Con- 
ference proposals, but they are satisfied with 
the two ‘A’ levels. 

MR, MCMORRAN: While I was and am a 
member of that Board it has been a re- 
assurance to me to know that our business. 
our minutes, and our agenda papers were 
being circulated over that wide public, be- 
cause that was bringing our business, which 
tends to be narrow, before a wide and intel- 
ligent public from which useful criticisms 
might and have come. These new proposals, 
to which I have already objected, will put 
a stop to that circulation of our education 
papers. That is precisely the move against 
a popular and democratic management of 
education. 

MR, R, O, FOSTER (F): I want to support 
Mr. Allen; I also had this questionnaire. 
I thought most of the questions were like 
those on the form for application for a 
driving licence; you cannot think whether 
to say ‘yes’ or ‘no.’ I happen to disagree 
fundamentally with Mr. Redfern. I think 
the two ‘A’ levels are an essential to the 
future status of our profession. We are one 
of the few professions that does not demand 
that educational qualification, and the acqui- 
sition of two ‘A’ levels is not in itself going 
to produce good architects, but at least it 
will ensure that people will apply their minds 
to general education before they stop their 
training, and there is a chance we will get 
better architects and fewer non-starters 

LT.-COL, WATSON: I think practising archi- 
tects are not entirely satisfied with a student 
when he comes from a school; he has an 
enormous amount to learn still, and I am 
not convinced that the time he spent there— 
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five years—was spent to the best advantage. 
I suggest the people who are managing this 
matter should consider the possibility of ° 
allowing one of those years of practical work 
to be taken piecemeal during the five years 
he is having theoretical training. 

MR. EVERARD HAYNES: On September l, 
1962, a new regulation comes into operation: 
‘The minimum practical experience will be 
two years, of which at least one year must 
be subsequent to the final or equivalent 
examination.” That means the other year 
can be taken during the course. 

MR, SMITH: One of the points raised was 
the revised constitution of the committee. 
As an ordinary member, I am confused; on 
the one hand we have Mr, Allen saying it 
has been revised, and on the other hand, 
Mr. McMorran says it has not. In approving 
the report today, do we approve a revision 
of the constitution of which we have not 
been informed? 

THE PRESIDENT: This is the Report up to 
December, 1959. We are talking about things 
you have been given prior information of, 
action already taken by Council, which will 
appear in the 1960 Report. 

THE PRESIDENT: I put this resolution to the 
meeting, moved by Mr. E. B, Redfern (a) 
and seconded by Mr. D. H. McMorran (F) 

Lost by a majority show of hands; 18 votes 
for the resolution, 

MR. F, H, BRADBEER (A): I should like to 
make a brief comment on what I regard as 
the two most important documents which the 
RIBA publish—the Scale of Professional 
Charges, and the Code of Professional Con- 
duct. I would like to consider it against the 
background of the recent report on salaries 
where we were shown to be very badly 
remunerated. There seems to be evidence 
that these two documents are not being 
generally observed as they might be. It is 
always difficult to prove cases, but there 
seems to be evidence. I have in mind 
particularly two ways in which this can 
happen. 

The architect cannot, with the services of 
surveyors and engineers, charge an all-in fee 
of 6 per cent. That I hold to be an un- 
professional inducement to a client. A firm 
of architects can become so closely tied to 
a client who might be a property developer, 
that the firm share the same office, and he 
does no real work for anyone else. One 
suspects it might be difficult to maintain a 
professional attitude in that set-up. The lax 
attitude of the profession, all of us, in general 
to this problem, has contributed to the low 
salary scale we have in private practice, and 
this has been reflected elsewhere in the 
profession, 


Fees for State-Aided Housing 
MR. WHITBY: Ten years ago an opinion was 
expressed that the Scale of Fees for State- 
aided Housing was low because based on a 


per capita basis agreed in 1944. The scale 
was put up eight years ago when these nego- 
tiations started. It was made quite clear 
from the platform that that rise in the Scale 
was purely interim while agreement was 
being reached. I would like to express my 
own dismay—though I had a share in it— 
that no agreement has yet been reached. Our 
representatives who are negotiating should 
press with all possible vigour for a rapid 
end to these negotiations and a substantial 
rise in the fees for State-aided Housing. 
MR. TOM MITCHELL (A): The Chairman of 
my Committee (of which I am only the Vice- 
Chairman) went to the Ministry and with the 
support of our committee said in effect that 
we were at the end of our patience, and 
gave an ultimatum that unless they could 
persuade Local Authorities’ Associations 
to change their views we should renounce 
the whole of the special arrangements and

revert to the ordinary Scale. (Hear, hear.) 

MR. J. GORDON BERRY: May I refer to Mr. 
Bradbeer’s point on this question of the 
all-in service. May I quote two lines from 
the Report where it refers to the ‘long 
acknowledged but increasingly noticeable 
dilemma of whether and how far the archi- 
tect should be allowed, if he wants to, to 
become an integral part of the building 
industry; of whether, in fact, current pro- 
fessionalism is too rigid to meet the chal- 
lenges of the day.’ It (the Foreword) goes 
on ‘ How far architects should thus be “in 
business ” will be open to doubt.’ Obviously 
any matter like this has to be considered 
against the general background of policy. 
May we take it sir, that the two documents 
quoted by the first speaker are absolutely 
uncompromisingly upheld at present, even 
though policy may be changing, if we are to 
read this portion of the Report aright? 

THE PRESIDENT: I can go beyond that 
assurance: these two documents are abso- 
lutely rigid and have to be applied with 
discipline and with vigour. That is where 
it is necessary for this Institute to take 
action when it can get evidence to take 
action on. Of course, the scale of Fees is 
being looked at now—it is quite obvious it 
is too low—by a Committee in the RIBA 
and they are coming forward with proposals 
which will be examined at the proper time, 
as soon as we can. All I want to say is, 
we are very alive to the very poor remunera- 
tion architects get, and it is one of the 
reasons why we found ourselves at the bot- 
tom of the professional ladder financially. 

MR. J. GORDON BERRY (F): I think all mem- 
bers here sympathise very much with the 
Council in its task, but this particular point 
has been raised that offering the services 
referred to at a fee of 6 per cent constitutes 
an unprofessional inducement, and the Prac- 
tice Committee should take action. Should 
the firm not reply, does the RIBA just accept 
the fact that they do not get a reply? 

THE PRESIDENT: The RIBA is a very ener- 
getic body, and follows it up: it never lets 
things drop. 

MR, BUTTERELL: With regard to Signboards, 
I see at the foot of page 15 a paragraph 
which says a slightly revised design to 
accord with the Institute’s new house style 
may be desirable. 

MR. W. G. HOWELL (A) (Hon. Secretary, 
Public Relations Committee): It was sug- 
gested we might consider a larger board. 
At the same time, when going into this we 
were not allowed to put our name in letters 
more than 2in. high. The letters are not 
even that high on the present board. We 
have suggested to our typographical adviser 
that we ought to use an extended type. We 
are looking into that at the moment, but so 
far we have not had any definite recom- 
mendations. 

MR. CHARLES SYKES (F): Would it be a 
terrible thing if it had 4in. letters? One is 
at present in danger of running into the 
car in front trying to make out the name of 
the architect. 

MR. MCMORRAN: The boards are mostly on 
such bad buildings that I am not sure 
whether it is in the interests of the profes- 
sion to have them larger. 


Policy on Television 


MR. W. HOME (A): I feel it is vital for the 
RIBA to have a more positive policy to 
sound broadcasting and television. It appears 
the RIBA distribute information on events 
which take place in their own building, but 
I suggest the range should be much more 
extended, and the Royal Institute should 
feed information to the Independent Tele- 
vision Authority, the BBC Television and 
Radio on all matters of architectural interest. 


THE PRESIDENT: I think the Council and 
all the Public Relations and other Com- 
mittees are very conscious of this. There 
has been more about architecture and about 
architects on television and on radio. 

MR. HOME: I wanted a specific answer, 
whether it came about due to the producer 
becoming aware of us, or whether it stemmed 
from the Royal Institute ? 

THE PRESIDENT: It comes from here; we 
use every conceivable device to press the 
matter, without contravening the Code. 

MR. G. F. WHITBY (F): I have got up at 
every Annual General Meeting at this time. 
I would like to congratulate the Hon. 
Treasurer on the great improvement which 
has taken place in the whole Balance Sheet. 
I am only sorry that not only does the 
Balance Sheet stop at December 31 but 
the Finances stop at December 31 too. 
We have done pretty good things since then, 
and we cannot congratulate him on that 
account at this meeting; I will have to defer 
that pleasure to the next year’s meeting. 
The other reason why my speech tonight will 
be short is that I have not had time to con- 
sider it, but I will give him the benefit of 
the doubt. 


The Accounts 


MR. G. T. WEST (A): I personally supported 
the Council’s decision recently published to 
transfer some of this balance to pay off the 
mortgage as quickly as possible in order 
that the balances which we are all putting 
into the funds by our increased subscriptions, 
should be able, as soon as possible, to be 
used to such purposes as increasing pub- 
licity, and so on. 

THE HON. TREASURER (Mr. Hubert Ben- 
nett): In view of our present’ position of 
paying back repayments in accordance with 
the loan, the Committee and the Council 
were of the opinion that it was not only 
wise to repay the loans which we have had 
to borrow at 54 per cent whereas on short 
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term loans we cannot obtain that amount, 
but the big benefit in the future is that our 
loan will not continue until 1978, but would 
be completed in 1972, and the annual repay- 
ments on interest which during the next 
twelve years, i.e. from 1960 to 1972, are 
reduced to £1,155 a year means that not 
only are we getting rid of payments, which 
we can at this stage, but we are effectively 
reducing our interest charges in the future 
by some £13,000. Not only do the Finance 
Committee, but also the Council, support 
that policy. 

MR. MCMORRAN: I should like to add to 
what has been said about the admirable way 
the Hon. Treasurer has presented these 
Accounts. I do not think he is deliberately 
evading the point of earlier remarks. My 
point was that our circumstances are not 
comparable with those of other Societies, 
with the one exception of the Law Society. 
We and the Law Society are under statutory 
obligation to hold these examinations, and 
no one can call himself an architect and a 
lawyer without submitting himself to these 
respective examinations. The other six 
bodies mentioned are voluntary bodies, and 
you need not belong to them if you do not 
want to: you can call yourself an Estate 
Agent without necessarily submitting your- 
self to these examinations, and so on. We 
are in that very privileged position that we 
can compel everyone to come here and take 
our examination. That brings out a striking 
point: the Law Society shows this part of its 
business as a separate item in its Accounts, 
and we do not, and I still submit that we 
ought to do so. 

THE HON. TREASURER: There is no reason 
why we should not show it separately. 

THE PRESIDENT: The session having con- 
cluded, I will ask you to vote—That the 
Report of the Council and Committees for 
the year 1959 be received. 

Carried by a majority. 
McMorran (F) abstained.)

THE ANNUAL CONFERENCE of the Royal

Vice-presidents will hold 
informal receptions to welcome delegates 
on Tuesday, August 30 and on the follow- 
ing day the opening address will be given 
by Sir John Wolfenden, CBE, vice- 
chancellor of the University of Reading, 
who will speak on ‘ Educating the Future 
Citizen.’ This will immediately be fol- 
lowed by an address on ‘ Education for 
the Professions’ by Mr. A. A. Part, CB, 
MBE, Under-Secretary for Further Edu- 
cation, Ministry of Education. 

The first main session will take place 
on September 1, preceded by a report on 
‘Education of the Chartered Surveyor’ 
by Mr. H. W. Wells, CBE, FRICS, chair- 
man of the Educational Policy Com- 
mittee.

planning. (g) Keeping a surveyor’s know- 
ledge up-to-date. (h) What is common 
ground between all chartered surveyors ? 
There will be sectional meetings on 
agriculture, general practice, mining sur- 
veying, and quantity surveying.

‘Dictatorship of Design’ Rejected 


Sir Keith Joseph on Problems of Building and Planning 


SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, speaking at the annual con- 
ference of the Advertising Association at 
Harrogate on May 5, said that although 
it must be admitted that ill-considered 
house and flat designs were sometimes 
allowed by the local planning authori- 
ties, a central design dictatorship would 
be ‘ death.’ 

Sir Keith said: ‘One point which we 
have tried to get across to planning 
authorities is that planning control 
should not be used to stifle initiative and 
experiment. A design is not bad because 
it is new; a contemporary house is not 
necessarily out of place among neigh- 
bours of traditional design. We must 
recognise that from new architectural 
styles, most of which will prove 
ephemeral, may emerge a new vernacular. 
We think, therefore, that control over 
design should be used with the very 


greatest restraint. Often what is objec- 
tionable is not so much the design itself 
as the choice of it in its context. 
‘Proposals ought not to be rejected 
without a clear and definite reason, and 
where the planning authority have objec- 
tions to a proposal, they ought to be 
ready to explain them and discuss them 
with the developer concerned. But where 
a design is plainly shoddy, badly pro- 
portioned, or, where insufficient atten- 
tion having been given to its context it 
is out of place, then it is the duty of the 
authority to insist or something better. 
‘We are sometimes asked,’ Sir Keith 
Joseph continued, ‘ why don’t we insist on 
all buildings being architect-designed. 
But this would be an intolerable invasion 
of liberty. It is quite practicable for 
simple buildings to be thoughtfully and 
suitably designed by those without archi- 
tectural qualifications. And I must regret- 
fully say that often buildings that have 


Modular Co-ordination in Building 


Fifteen Countries Meet in London 


BUILDING experts from 15 countries who 
for the past six years have been studying 
modular co-ordination—that is, co-ordi- 
nation of dimensions in building—under 
the auspices of the European Productivity 
Agency (EPA), met recently (April 27-29) 
at British Standards House in London to 
wind up their work and discuss plans for 
the future. 

The 15 countries taking part in this 
EPA project published their first report 
(which contained data and experience 
from each of the participating countries) 
in 1956. At the recent meeting in Lon- 
don, delegates examined the second and 
final report covering phase two of the 
EPA exercise which involved the con- 
struction of experimental buildings to 
test the theories of modular dimensional 
co-ordination in actual practice. 

This report, shortly to be published, 
re-affirms that substantial advantages in 
the building industry and for inter- 
national trade in building components 
would be achieved if a general system of 
dimensional co-ordination in building 
could be rapidly introduced. 


New Study Group 


Although the EPC project 1s now for- 
mally completed, the group of experts 
participating have decided to continue 
and follow up this important work by 
constituting themselves as an_ inter- 
national study group for dimensional and 
modular co-ordination in building. Their 
future programme will be carried out in 
close collaboration with other inter- 
national organisations and also with 
bodies such as the Modular Society in 
this country whose pioneer work was 
commended by the delegates. 

In addition to their meetings in Lon- 
don, delegates visited the Building Re- 


search Station at Garston and the new 
BSI laboratories at Hemel Hempstead 
which are built in accordance with modu- 
lar principles. 

The countries represented in the EPA 
project and in the new study group are: 
Austria, Belgium, Canada, Denmark, 
France, Germany, Greece, Iceland, Italy, 
Netherlands, Norway, Sweden, Turkey, 
United Kingdom, United States. 


Architects and Fire 
Precautions 


Appeal for Collaboration at Design 

Stage 
EASTBOURNE’S fire chief, Mr. Pat Short, is 
appealing to the town’s architects to co- 
operate with his department in fire pre- 
cautions while plans are still on the 
drawing board instead of waiting until 
buildings are in an advanced planning 
stage. 

There is considerable flat development 
going on in the town, and Mr. sHorRT told 
the Watch Committee that he had 
noticed that the types of heating being 
introduced into buildings were usually 
“space heating and under-floor heating, 
normally operated by off-peak electrical 
supply.” There was also increased use 
of oil-burning equipment for domestic 
purposes. 

‘These methods will no doubt be the 
accepted ideas for future building con- 
struction,’ says Mr. Short, ‘ and there may 
be a possible increase of fire hazards 
which must add to the responsibilities of 
the fire department. I stress the need 
for close co-operation between architects, 
building inspectors and my prevention 
officers to minimise, where possible, the 
hazard of fire while plans are on the 
drawing board.’

Caravans on Building 
Sites 


WHEN the committee considering the 
details of the Caravan Site and Control 
of Development Bill had its first sitting 
on April 28, MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister 
of Housing and Local Government, 
successfully moved an amendment to the 
clause setting out certain exemptions 
from the licensing requirements pro- 
posed under the measure. The object of 
the amendment was to provide on build- 
ing or engineering sites an exemption for 
caravans occupied by persons employed 
in the works. 

MR. BROOKE said it had _ been 
represented to the Government that 
caravans were sometimes used for the 
accommodation of workers employed on 
major works such as road construction, 
particularly when the sites were in 
remote parts of the country where no 
other accommodation was easily avail- 
able. It seemed reasonable that in those 
circumstances there should be, subject to 
the safeguards contained in the amend- 
ment, an exemption from the licensing 
requirement. 

To be exempt, the caravans must be 
on the site of the works, or on adjoining 
land, and the exemption would only apply 
if planning permission—if that was re- 
quired—had been obtained for the works 
in question. 

The amendment was agreed to without 
further debate. 


Pressure for More New 
Towns 


FROM all sides, Mr Henry Brooke, Minis- 
ter of Housing and Local Government, 
was urged to consider the construction of 
more new towns when on May 2 the 
House of Commons devoted another day 
to debating housing. Indeed MR. JAMES 
ALLASON, who represents Hemel Hemp- 
stead, went further and suggested that 
Britain should have a new capital. If 
Brazil could do it, why could not Britain, 
he asked. He pinpointed the problem by 
commenting that housing sites in the 
cities had run out and a plan was needed 
for the future provision of sites to be 
followed by another which would show 
the will to provide many more houses 
than were now being built. 

For the Opposition, MR. MICHAEL 
STEWART put the question: ‘ What is the 
Government's policy on new towns?’ He 
observed that although housing was a 
serious problem in many parts of the 
kingdom it was becoming increasingly a 
regional problem. He commented that it 
was significant that Mr. Brooke, in 
attempting to justify his denial of the 
Wythall site to Birmingham, had agreed 
with the local authority that if they were 
not to build there some other site must 
be found. He had recognised as much 
as anyone that if this aspect of the hous- 
ing problem was to be solved they had to 
seek places to build well outside the great 
conurbations. The housing problem of 
these conurbations could not be solved 


without a considerable extension of new 
towns. 

It looked as though the Government 
were attempting to handle the problem by 
suggesting that the local authorities con- 
cerned should build their own new towns, 
but he did not believe that to be an ade- 
quate solution. Moreover, if local autho- 
rities by their own unaided efforts were 
to try and seek sites away from the 
crowded centres the pressure on them to 
invade their own green belts would be- 
come so strong as to be almost over- 
whelming. They were driven to a con- 
clusion which had recently been presented 
to the Minister by a memorandum pre- 
pared by the Town and Country Planning 
Association. 


City Sponsorship 
After examining the idea of city spon- 
sorship the Association had commented: 
‘If the Government regards this method 
(the creation of new towns) as a necessary 
part of the solution, surely it should 
assume some responsibility for promoting 
its fulfilment. In particular there is need 
of strong central guidance in the selec- 
tion of sites. . . . The problem of urban 
sprawl and spontaneous dispersal has be- 
come regional in its immediate impact, but 
no regional planning bodies exist to cope 
with it. In some parts of the country it 
raises issues transcending even the imme- 
diate region. It seems essential therefore 
that the Government should take the lead 
in promoting regional solutions to the 
problem.’ 


One of the things it hoped to get 
from the debate was a more positive lead 
and declaration from the Government on 
new towns policy. 

Referring to the cost of land for build- 
ing projects, Mr. Stewart drew attention 
to the recent remark of Mr. K. W. Brand, 
staff architect employed by the firm of 
Wates. He had said: ‘Land, except in 
remote places, is now responsible for one- 
quarter or more of the total cost of build- 
ing.’ That was a formidable figure. Up 
to date on the Cromwell Road extension, 
more had been paid for the land than in 
the cost of all work so far done on that 
project. 

The case the Opposition urged was 
that where the value of land increased 
and that increase was not due to any 
constructive effort by the owner of the 
land, that increased value ought to accrue 
to the community and not to the land 
owner. If the Minister was concerned to 
help local authorities in solving their 
housing problem at reasonable cost the 
Government sooner or later must select 
one or other method for getting for the 
community some part of this increased 
value which was not the result of any 
constructive effort by the land owner. 
The Minister should come to the help 
of council house building either by lower 
interest rates or by restoration of the 
Exchequer subsidy, or by a combination 
of both. 


The Government’s Case 
MR. HENRY BROOKE said that up to 1951 
980,000 houses had been built since the 
war. Since then the number built was 
2,480,000. That was the figure to the 
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end of March and there was little doubt 
that the number had now passed 2.5m. 
The present outlook was that we would 
complete well over 300,000 houses again 
this year. At the end of March in Eng- 
land and Wales there were 31,000 more 
houses under construction than a year 
ago. Private enterprise houses under con- 
struction were up by 18,000 and houses 
being built by local and other public 
authorities by 13,000. It was the highest 
March figure since 1956. 

Within the 34 years he had been 
Minister more than 170,000 unfit houses 
in England and Wales had been closed. 
Slum clearance was going ahead unceas- 
ingly. He wanted local authorities to go 
as fast as possible with this and he was 
considering whether additional steps were 
needed to help them get round the diffi- 
culties of houses in multi-occupation. 

If the Government were to tackle 
overspill realistically it wanted to 
take as close a measure of the problem 
as it could. For London it would 
be examining it in relation to the LCC’s 
proposal to build a new town at Hook. 
They must look at that and possible alter- 
natives. There were still many thousands 
more houses to be built in the eight 
London new towns. 

When MR. ALBERT EVANS asked what 
steps the Minister was taking to assist 
the LCC to go ahead with that projected 
new town MR. BROOKE said he was taking 
a close interest, but the LCC had not for- 
warded any definite proposal although 
it could at any time. He had chosen 
his words carefully as he recognised that 
Hook might come to him fu" decision one 
day and he did not wish to seem to be 
prejudging the matter before hearing all 
the pros and cons. They certainly would 
need more house building outside Lon- 
don. For Birmingham he was not only 
meeting shortly representatives of Birm- 
ingham City Council, but he had also ini- 
tiated discussions with neighbouring 
counties to see where housing and indus- 
try could best go and he was sure it 
should not go to Wythall and break into 
Birmingham’s green belt. He was ready 
to give similar help to each of the big 
cities that could not clear their slums 
and rehouse people within their boun- 
daries. 

Showing how home ownership was go- 
ing ahead, he said that building societies 
in 1959 advanced for house purchase on 
mortgage £530m., a record. £50m. was 
also advanced by local authorities to 
house purchasers. He knew of 2,000 
advances up to 100 per cent that had 
been made under the new powers. 

Before the recent Act, houses in Eng- 
land and Wales were being improved with 
grant at the rate of 35,000 a year. In 
1959 that had leapt to nearly 80,000 and 
he was on record that he would be dis- 
appointed if for 1960 it was not 100,000 
or 25,000 a quarter. In the first quarter 
of 1960 the number of houses approved 
for grant was 28,000. He wanted grants 
to be taken up faster and was doing every- 
thing he could to encourage landlords and 
owner-occupiers of older houses to apply 
for them. ‘The modernising of older 
houses is an essential part of a practical 
housing policy,’ he declared. 

One-bedroomed houses and flats mostly 
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designed for the elderly were going up 
and the figure was well over 20,000 a 
year and it would before long, he hoped, 
be 30,000. Not enough local authorities 
were giving up-to-date study of the needs 
of old people and the Ministry were bring- 
ing out a new booklet this summer. 

During the debate, MR. ALLASON said 
that for London they must look beyond 
the green belt for new housing sites. 
Clearly the only way to provide sites on 
a grand scale was further new towns and 
he asked the Government to look north 
of the Thames rather than south. 


Scottish Housing 


Attention was also focused on Scottish 
housing when MR. JAMES MCINNES referred 
to Glasgow’s problems. Only 900 over- 
spill families had been dealt with and in 
1960 the city expected to build not more 
than 2,500 houses compared with 6,460 in 
1954. What was the effect on the build- 
ing industry? In 1955, 6,207 building 
trade workers were employed building 
houses for the Corporation. In 1959 this 
had dropped to 3,764. There were 14,000 
to 16,000 building trade workers unem- 
ployed in Scotland. More new towns 
were required. MR. TOM FRASER Said there 
were no impediments in the way of pri- 
vate enterprise houses in Scotland, but 
the number completed had hardly in- 
creased as there was no profit in building 
them for private ownership. He con- 
sidered that 300,000 new houses were 
needed. 

MR. JOHN MACLAY, Secretary of State 
for Scotland, wondered if the Opposition 
were asking that the shortage of land for 
building should be met by allowing build- 
ing on the green belt, which was not the 
Government's policy. From the end of 
the war to 1959 about 381,000 houses 
had been built in Scotland. There were 
still serious shortages, but it could not be 
contended that this massive effort had 
not made large inroads into the problem. 


Overspill agreements had now been 
concluded between Glasgow and 19 
authorities, including three new town de- 
velopment corporations. Negotiations 
with other authorities were proceeding 
and he expected agreements to be con- 
cluded with at least five. Agreements 
already approved covered the building of 


over 10,000 houses of which nearly 3,000 
would be built by the Scottish Special 


Housing Association. On the basis of 
firm plans now being implemented he ex- 
pected that houses for the overspill popu- 
lation would become available outside 
Glasgow at the rate of about 2,000 a year 
over the next two years and this number 
would rise steadily as the new town of 
Cumbernauld got into stride and other 
receiving areas continued to expand 
operations. Their objective was to reach 
and maintain a rate of 5,000 houses a 
year as the total number of new houses 
available for Glasgow. The possibility of 
a further new town at the right time was 
not ruled out. 


Birmingham’s Problems 


Birmingham's housing problems were 
again raised in an adjournment debate on 
May 2 when MR. JULIUS SILVERMAN said 
the meeting between Birmingham repre- 
sentatives and Mr. Brooke would be on 
May 18. Many authorities around Birm- 
ingham did not want municipal tenants 
from Birmingham. The green belt was 
not for Birmingham so much as for the 
people of the surrounding areas who were 
resisting the incursions of Birmingham 
tenants. 

MR. BROOKE said he wanted to widen 
discussions and bring in all the neigh- 
bouring county councils. He could not but 
believe that by conferences of that kind 
they should not fail to be able to pinpoint 
areas suitable for Birmingham overspill. 

In his study he did not at present see 
any clear site where a wholly new town 
could suitably be built. ‘I may be 
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wrong,’ he said, ‘ but it seems to me that 
we are more likely to find a solution by 
way of expanding a number of existing 
towns. This first and foremost is a plan- 
ning question. We must examine the 
whole region round about and determine 
on planning grounds where development 
of this kind would be most likely to be 
successful.’ 


Tax Avoidance and 
Building 


WHEN MOVING the second reading of the 
Finance Bill on May 3, MR. HEATHCOAT 
amory, Chancellor of the Exchequer, re- 
ferred to a series of clauses which, he 
said, were designed to frustrate the 
stratagems by which certain persons 
sought to avoid their proper liability to 
tax or to establish unjustified claims on 
the revenue. Most of the clauses were 
designed to ensure that trading profits 
were dealt with as trading profits for tax 
purposes and did not escape liability by 
being turned into capital gains. 

Mr. Amory said that Clauses 19 to 22 
of the Bill dealt with the problem in rela- 
tion to companies which constructed or 
dealt in buildings, land, investments and 
other major assets. In the simplest case 
here, a company was formed to engage 
in a trading venture like putting up a 
building, but the building was never sold. 
Instead the company was sold to the 
ultimate owner of the building and so 
the profit on the construction of the 
building became, in effect, a capital gain 
on the sale of the shares. 

There were quite a number of variants 
of this device, and the proposal was that 
those who sold the company in such a 
case should be charged on an amount of 
income corresponding to the profit which 
would have arisen, judged by the price 
they received for their shares, had the 
trading assets and not the shares been 
sold. 


Lord Bossom on the Roads 
Problem 


THE REPEATED cries of ‘ hear, hear’ which 
greeted the conclusion of the maiden 
speech in the House of Lords on May 4 
of LORD BOSSOM OF MAIDSTONE seemed to 
signify more than the usual courtesy ex- 
tended by peers on such occasions. They 
were acknowledging a thoughtful, con- 
structive speech on all aspects of road 
safety and road accidents in which Lord 
Bossom had introduced a distinctly archi- 
tectural flavour. 

Lord Bossom classified four main 
causes of road accidents: human failures, 
machine imperfections, the intoxicated 
driver, and unsatisfactory roads, and it 
was to that section of his speech on roads 
that he gave the House the benefit of his 
expert knowledge. He commented that 
for a multitude of reasons, unsatisfactory 
roads were legion, but to widen them 
might be a slow and very costly business. 
In London, for example, it had taken 
them 25 years to widen the Strand, and 
only part of it at that. 

New methods of widening important 
streets were long overdue, he said. The 
easy way was just to go ahead, get a lot 
of money, pull down one side of the street 
and thereby widen the road. But that

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took unlimited time and cost an appalling 
amount of money. 

_ Another equally effective way of doing 
it was (9 convert the pavements on either 
side of the street into road space, thus 
permitting traffic to have more room. To 
make up for the elimination of pavements 
it would be necessary to take space be- 
hind the shopfronts for a new pedestrian 
pavement. This would take 10 or 12 ft. 
from the depth of the shops, it would 
require cutting through party walls to 
allow the new sidewalk to be continuous, 
but it would permit at least two addi- 
tional lines of traffic. 

Compulsory purchase procedure would 
obviously have to be adopted and that 
would be costly, but clearly it was either 
this or, in a year or so’s time, there would 
occur complete traffic stagnation at such 
points. Was it not worth going to this 
trouble now? The Rue de Rivoli in Paris 
indicated the general appearance this new 
arrangement would have. The principle 
was demonstrated at the Westbury Hotel, 
in Bond-street, and had been voluntarily 
carried out by Kennard’s of Croydon. 
These examples indicated that widening 
could be completed infinitely more 
quickly and cheaply than by pulling down 
a row of existing buildings and then re- 
building. 

For a thousand years men had been 
content to add an upper storey to their 
houses, but they had seldom double- 
decked their roads. But as most conges- 
tion started at the entries to the larger 
cities, each of which had two or three 
railway lines entering from the outer 
districts, why not construct over these 
rail tracks an upper level road for motors 
and use this upper level as a main entry 
into the city? This principle was more 
or less adopted in New York—in fact, he 
had quite a little to do with it—to bring 
the trains along under Park Avenue and 
into the New York Central Station and 
allow conveyances to come over it by 
the two levels. This worked perfectly 
and could, if we desired, be copied in 
our congested cities. 

The United States had constructed 
many turnpikes and parkways which cut 
many miles off the motorist’s journey to 
New York City. In many instances they 
were paid for by tolls. He knew the 
British disliked tolls, but if their use 
meant preventing traffic stagnation and 
innumerable accidents, should they not 
give them much further consideration? 
This idea was well worth considering. 


Other Business 


Building in Essex Green Belt 


MR. BIGGS-DAVISON asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government on 
May 3 what was the Government's 
present policy regarding new building in 
the green belt in Essex. 

MR. BROOKE wrote: ‘As regards the 
approved green belt, my policy is in 
line with that stated in the county 
development plan and in a circular issued 
by my predecessor in August, 1955. The 
advice given in that circular applies also 
to the additions to the green belt which 
the county council, as local planning 
authority, are now proposing.’

The Piccadilly-Knightsbridge Underpass 


Contractors to Use New Constructional Techniques 


SOME interesting new techniques are to be 
employed by the contractors, Cubitts 
Fitzpatrick Shand, on the London County 
Council’s £3m. Hyde Park Corner-Marble 
Arch improvement scheme (which in- 
cludes the Piccadilly Knightsbridge under- 
pass), work on which began on Monday 
(May 9). The contractors will use what 
is claimed to be the largest assembly of 
plant and equipment employed on a Lon- 
don road building operation since the 
war, valued at some £4m. 

Among new techniques never before 
used in this country CFS will introduce 
the Italian ICOS-Veder process which 
provides support to the sides of the exca- 
vation for the 1,000 ft. long twin two-lane 
underpass Piccadilly-Knightsbridge at 
Hyde Park Corner before large scale 
excavation begins. 

Prefabricated materials will be used in 
most of the 15 pedestrian subways (com- 
bined length 2,500 ft.) to save up to four 
weeks’ site work on each of the subways 
concerned. 

A labour force of over 300 will work 
on the 28-month contract which, in addi- 
tion to the underpass, includes a wide 
dual roadway the length of Park Lane, and 
new traffic circuses at Hyde Park Corner 
and Marble Arch. 

To maintain speedy work with the 
minimum of traffic delays the contrac- 
tors will control operations from a single- 
storey central office block in Hyde Park, 
where over 40 project staff will work as 
an independent and fully integrated con- 
tract organisation. More than a score of 
GPO telephone extensions will link this 
nerve centre with all parts of the site. 

A large fleet of mobile compressors and 
compressed air equipment will break up 
12,000 cu. yd. of existing roadway. 
Excavators, draglines, face shovels, load- 
ing shovels, trenchers and grabs will 
excavate an estimated 240,000 cu. yd. of 
earth, and 170,000 yards will be carted 
away to tip at a rate of up to 300 
lorry loads a day. A fleet of 80 trucks 
will be used. 


Excavation Methods 


Before the trench for the underpass is 
cut, reinforced concrete retaining walls 
will be constructed by the Italian ICOS- 
Veder process over an area of 168,000 
sq. ft. The process involves the excavation 
of a 20 in. wide trench to the depth of the 
retaining wall—in this case generally 
40 ft. and in parts 50 ft. Four special 
grabs from Italy will be used for this 
operation. 

The sides of the trench are stabilised 
during excavation with a specially pre- 
pared Bentonite suspension. This will re- 
quire between 1,000 and 1,500 tons of 
materials. (Bentonite is a special type of 
clay also used by oil well drillers because 
of its properties in stabilising deep bor- 
ings). 

Reinforcement and concrete are placed 
in exactly the same way as for under- 
water construction, i.e., the reinforcement 
is placed into the Bentonite-filled trench, 


and the concrete is deposited through a 
Tremie pipe. 

The Bentonite suspension, displaced by 
the concrete, flows into adjoining sections 
of the trench where excavation is in pro- 
gress and is thus re-used. 

Excavation for the underpass follows 
the completion of sections of the ICOS 
retaining walls. Steel struts are inserted 
as excavation proceeds. These struts will 
be positioned at carefully selected levels 
to give the minimum interference with 
following construction and preloaded to 
ensure that there is no movement of the 
ground. 

Cranes will lower specially adapted 10 
RB excavators with shortened jibs into 
the underpass excavations to loosen the 
stiff London clay, which will then be re- 
moved by grabbing cranes working at road 
level. 


Concrete Mixing Station 

Nearly 100,000 cu. yd. of reinforced 
concrete will be used, including 40,000 
cu. yd. on the Hyde Park Corner under- 
pass. A central mixing plant 50 ft. high 
will produce some 6,500 cu. yd. of con- 
crete a month at the peak period. This 
will be a Road Machines plant incorporat- 
ing the latest type of Swedish Feimert 
1500 turbo mixer which materially re- 
duces mixing time. The plant will be 
loaded by Weatherill high discharge 
shovels. A fleet of 4-ton Blaw Knox 
high discharge truck mixers will distri- 
bute concrete from the central station 
to all parts of the site. 

For 15 months a specially designed 
steel viaduct will carry west-bound traffic 
on the South Carriageway, Hyde Park 
over a new temporary link road diverting 
east-bound traffic from Knightsbridge. A 
total of 20,000 sq. yd. of temporary road- 
ways will be constructed. Temporary un- 
derground station entrances will replace 
existing structures until the underpass is 
completed, when new entrances will be 
opened. 

Modern spreading and surfacing equip- 
ment will lay 73,000 sq. yd. of new 12 in. 
thick reinforced concrete roadway, and 
88,000 sq. yd. of asphalt and tarmacadam 
will cover this and resurface existing 
roads. There will be 41,000 sq. yd. of 
footways stone paved or asphalted. 

Other plant and equipment to be used 
will include: A 30 RB crane and grab, a 
605 NCK crane and grab with 70 ft. jib, 
two mobile Neal 4-ton cranes, one ten 
ton electric derrick, two Traxcavators, 
six small excavators of various type and 
a substantial fleet of dumpers.

Progress at Norwich 


Work of City Architect's Department 


AN INTERESTING variety of work, com- 
pleted and in progress, is recorded by 
Mr. David Percival, BA Arch (Lond), 
ARIBA, MTPI, Norwich City Architect, 
in his report for 1958-59, presented to 
the Council on May 3. The work 
included a good deal of housing and 
redevelopment, schools, a sewage-pump- 
ing station, a livestock market, a covered 
swimming pool and the repair and main- 
tenance of buildings of historic interest, 
the value of building accounts brought 
to final settlement for the two years being 
£1,269,058. Mr. Percival states that the 
resumption of fixed price tenders without 


any allowances for rise and fall in cost 
of building materials or wage rates is 
already showing reduction in adminis- 
trative costs. 

In the course of a full and lively report, 
Mr. Percival records that, following the 
Civic Trust’s scheme for Magdalen-street, 
general interest in the use of colour in 
the external improvement of buildings 
has shown a marked advance. He has 
given informal advice to a number of 
firms on the co-ordinated redecoration 
of their premises, and a scheme for the 
redecoration of the Market Place, in 
which two dozen occupiers of premises 


European Joinery Federation 


Mr. W. R. Price of EJMA Elected President 


AT THE ANNUAL MEETING of the European 
Joinery Federation held in Madrid re- 
cently, Mr. W. R. Price, president of the 
English Joinery Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, was unanimously elected president 
of the European Federation, in succession 
to Mr. C. J. van der Giessen of Holland. 
who retired after holding office for the 
past three years. 

Discussions at the Federation meeting 
of special interest to the English delega- 
tion centred round the quality of Euro- 
pean redwood exports. In this connec- 
tion, good wishes from the Federation, 
particularly from the German and Dutch 
delegates, were given to EJMA for their 
London meeting on May 19 in conjunc- 
tion with the Timber Trades Federation 
to discuss redwood quality with Swedish 
and Finnish shippers. Results of the dis- 
cussions are awaited with interest by the 
European Federation. 

The meeting of the European Joinery 
Federation, whose official title is the 
Federation Europeenne des Syndicats de 
Fabricants de Menuiseries Industrielles 
de Batiment, formed part of the annual 
conference of the European Confedera- 
tion of Woodworking Industries. The 


countries represented at it included the 
United Kingdom, France, Spain, Italy, 
Western Germany, Holland, Belgium and 
Austria, with the president of the Swedish 
Joinery Manufacturers’ Association. 

At a meeting of the technical sub- 
committee of the conference arrange- 
ments were put in hand to procure statis- 
tical and other comparative information 
on how the various member-countries are 
seeking to compete effectively with sub- 
stitute materials. on ways adopted in 
various countries of protecting wood sur- 
faces against humidity, attacks by atmo- 
sphere, pests, etc.. and on the steps being 
taken to increase and rationalise output 
by modern machinery and automation. 

The delegation to the conference from 
the English Joinery Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation consisted of Mr. W. R. Price 
(president), Messrs. J. Whitaker and T. J. 
Mosesson (vice-presidents), Mr. G. Fish 
(council member) and Mr. P. Alinatt 
(director). Another delegate to the con- 
ference was Mr. Addy Taylor, represent- 
ing the Box and Packing Case manufac- 
turers. Mr. Taylor is himself a former 
president of the European Confederation 
of Woodworking Industries. 


Housing on the Isle of Man 


Extra Charges to be Levied by Council 


SINCE the end of the war some 3,210 new 
houses have been built in the Isle of Man. 
Local authorities have been responsible 
for 1,221, private enterprise 1,490, the 
Local Government Board 467, and other 
government departments 32. ‘The de- 
mand for new houses,’ says the Local 
Government Board, ‘appears to have 
been substantially met and both private 
and public authorities’ housing schemes 
are to all intents at an end, although from 
comments in the Press it appears that the 
Douglas Corporation still require more.’ 
A recommendation of the Estates Com- 
mittee that there should be an additional 
charge of 2s. 6d. per week for every per- 


son lodging in a corporation house, and 
an extra payment of 10s. per week for 
each separate family was approved by the 
Douglas Town Council on April 13. 
Before the recommendation can be en- 
forced it will have to receive the approval 
of the Local Government Board.

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Classification of wood preservatives 
and their methods of application 
(BS 1282 :; 1959) 


THAT PREVENTION is better than cure is 
the emphasis of this revised British Stan- 
dard on wood preservatives. First pub- 
lished in 1945 in a more limited form, the 
standard now deals at some length with 
the various methods of application, the 
selection of wood preservatives, and 
treatments for various purposes. The 
grouping of preservatives into tar oil 
types, organic solvent types and water- 
borne types proved convenient and has 
been retained. The main hazards are 
briefly described, and, although remedial 
measures for timber which has already 
been attacked by fungus or insect are out- 
lined, the emphasis is on prevention. 

Three appendices give information on 
the resistance of the heartwood of some 
common woods to impregnation with pre- 
servatives, a list of naturally durable 
woods, and a bibliography of detailed 
information on the subject. This standard 
is a guide and classification only, and the 
foreword warns that no form of words 
indicating that a preservative or preser- 
vative treatment conforms to BS 1282 
should be used, as it would convey no 
meaning. (Price 6s.) 


Combination hot water storage units 
(copper) for domestic purposes 
(BS 3198 : 1960) 

THIS NEWLY-PUBLISHED standard (price 
4s. 6d.) aims to give the requirements 
necessary for good performance and 
reliability of combination tanks, while at 
the same time leaving the manufacturers 
free to develop actual design. For this 
reason careful consideration has been 
given to the inclusion of requirements for 
the materials, construction and _ tests, 
rather than to dimensions, which have 
been omitted as far as possible. It is one 
of a series on water storage vessels mainly 

for domestic use. 

‘Combination tanks" are designed 
primarily for use with water heating 
appliances connected by pipework. Pro- 
vision can also be made for attaching an 
electric immersion heater or gas circu- 
lator, and it is advised that any connec- 
tions for these should be fitted during 
the manufacture of the units and not sub- 
sequently. They can be blanked off if 
not required immediately. Two types of 
combination unit are dealt with, the 
‘direct type’ for soft-water areas, and an 
‘indirect’ type for hard-water areas or 
where it is essential for other reasons that 
the circulating water is kept separate 
from the hot water supply.

Part 1, price 4s., 
under the heading of ‘General Require- 
ments,’ specifies details for materials, 
workmanship, finish, soundness of con- 
struction and safety. Part 2, price 4s. 6d., 
‘Design Considerations,’ is designed to 
stimulate more thought on the perform- 
ance of the apparatus in the particular 
circumstances in which it will be used. 
One purpose is to prevent limitations in 
the design of physical education equip- 
ment. 


CTC and CB Portable Fire 
Extinguishers 
(BS 1721:1960) 


THIS STANDARD includes requirements for 
chlorobromomethane extinguishers and 
makes references to certain relevant 
British Standards published subsequent to 
the first edition of BS 1721. The new pub- 
lication, price 6s., deals with carbon tetra- 
chloride and chlorobromomethane fire 
extinguishers, including the hand pump, 
gas container, constant pressure and air 
pump types. Standard tests and the nature 
of the information that should be dis- 
played on the outer casing are given. 
Among the headings under which stan- 
dard requirements should be laid down 
are liquid content ; performance ; bracket 
and seal; anti-corrosion § treatment;

(BS 1389:1960) 

THIS PUBLICATION is a revision of the stan 
dard first issued in 1947. It extends the 
range of thread sizes to cover 4, 4, %, 4 
and } in. from the BSPF series. The 
standard, price 4s., perpetuates the estab- 
lished practice of using left-hand threads 
and notched hexagons for combustible 
gases and right-hand threads and plain 
hexagons for non-combustible gases. 


Heaters for Tar and Bitumen—Mobile 


and Transportable 
(BS 1676:1960) 


THIS STANDARD, price 3s., is a revision of 
the edition first published in August, 
1950. It again specifies 10 standard capa- 
cities for heaters although the small sizes 
are now based on the normal commercial 
practice of using 40 gall. drums. There 
is a new provision for additional air space 
to allow for frothing, expansion or over- 
filling. Constructional details are speci- 
fied in greater detail and special attention 
has been paid to safety. 


Timber Ladders, Steps and Trestles 
(BS 1129:1960) 


This publication, price 6s., has been 
revised mainly to adjust the sizes of stiles 
of some types of ladder, thereby diminish- 
ing waste in cutting the timber and also 
overcoming the complaint that the 
standard ladders were heavy to handle. 
The new sizes, already in use by some 
manufacturers, have been proved satis- 
factory; but, in order that those who 
prefer the heavier types may still obtain 
them, the new dimensions have been 
specified as minima so that ‘ standard’ 
ladders to the original dimensions may 
still be supplied if asked for. 


Test Methods for Bitumen 
(BS 3235:1960) 


THIS NEW publication, price 8s. 6d., con- 
tains eleven authoritative general methods 
of testing bitumen suitable for the specifi- 
cation of bitumen-containing composi- 
tions used in the building, road engineer- 
ing and electrical industries. 

The methods, which are technically

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Lift Slab Construction 


Successful Experiment at Birmingham

THE LIFT SLAB system has been used 
successfully in the construction of three 
nine-storey blocks of flats at Long Nuke- 
road, Bangham Pit Estate, Birmingham. 
The project is part of a Corporation 
housing scheme under the direction of 
the City Architect's Department, chief 
architect, Mr. A. G. Sheppard Fidler, MA, 
FRIBA. The contract was awarded in 
September 1959 to British Lift-Slab Ltd., 
a subsidiary company of R. M. Douglas 
(Contractors) Ltd., the holders of the 
British patent rights for the Youtz-Slick 
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Typical collar details 


lift slab system. Work was started on 
the site at the end of September 1959 
and it is anticipated that the buildings 
will be completed towards the end of the 
year. 


The contract is for 108 dwellings in 
three 9-storey blocks. Each block has 
four dwellings per floor, banked in pairs 
on either side of the public circulation 
area, served by two. staircases on 
opposite sides of the building, and by a 
single 8-person express passenger lift. 


The blocks are in framed construction 
each with 24 concrete-encased steel 
columns supporting 64 in. precast plate 
floors. Cavity spine walls between the 
dwellings consist of two 2} in. leaves in 
load bearing concrete blocks. The 1 in. 
cavity is filled with fibre glass insulating 
quilt. External walls are in brick cavity 

















construction with an inner leaf of light 
weight aggregate concrete blocks. 

The principles of the lift slab technique 
are simple: the foundations and ground 
floor slab are constructed as in conven- 
tional practice. Lifting collars are 
threaded on to the structural steel 
columns and wedged at a sufficient dis- 
tance from the base plates to provide 
working headroom; the columns are then 
erected, plumbed and_  grouted, and 
ground floor slab laid. A_ separating 
medium is now applied to the ground 
floor, in this case polythene sheet. This 
sheet acts as a curing membrane and pre- 
vents the new concrete of the subsequent 
slabs from bonding to the slab below. 

When the ground floor slab has cured 
sufficiently the lowest collar on each 
column is lowered into place, reinforce- 
ment is fixed in position and concrete is 
placed in the normal manner to complete 
the first floor slab. This procedure is then 
repeated for the remaining slabs until all 
have been cast. For convenience each 
floor slab is divided into two sections, 
each approximately 35 ft. x 50 ft. with a 
connecting link, which includes the stair- 
cases cast ‘in situ’ in the usual way. 


Hydraulic Jacks 

As soon as the roof slab has attained 
sufficient strength lifting can be started. 
Hydraulic jacks are set at the top of each 
column and the slabs are lifted to their 
correct levels (starting with the roof and 
upper floor slabs) using special threaded 
rods, passing through the jacks and 
attached to the collars which have been 
cast into each slab around every column. 
When the floor slabs have been lifted to 
the correct height they are fixed perma- 
nently in position by fillet welding shear 
blocks to the column at the base of the 
collar.

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Structural requirements limit the height 
of columns that can be erected at one 
time and usually in multi-storey buildings 
the first column lift is about 40 ft. high. 
Where more than one column lift is 
required the lower floors are raised and 
fixed in their final position and the upper 
floors are secured temporarily and hoisted 
into their final position after the upper 
columns have been welded to the stubs of 
the lower. The rate of lifting is about 
4 ft. per hour. 


Lifting Sequence 

At Birmingham there were three 
column lifts. When the first lift of 
columns was completed and the nine slabs 
cast and cured at ground level, the roof 
slab was raised to a temporary position at 
the top of the first lift of columns. The 
temporary attachment was made by weld- 
ing as for a permanent fixing, the slab 
being subsequently freed by burning. 

Slabs 5, 6. 7 and 8 were lifted together 
and ‘ parked ’ (temporarily attached to the 
columns) beneath the roof slab. Slabs 1, 
2, 3 and 4 were lifted together, and slabs 
1, 2 and 3 fixed in their final positions; 
slab 4 was left parked on top of slab 3. 
The jacks were then removed from the 
tops of the columns and the column 
extensions spliced on. 

The roof slab was then lifted to the 
top of this lift of columns and ‘ parked.’ 
Slabs 5, 6, 7 and 8 were lifted together 
and slab 5 secured in its final position. 
Slabs 6, 7 and 8 were left parked on slab 
5. Slab 4 was lifted to its final position 
and secured. Slabs 6, 7 and 8 were lifted 
and slab 6 secured in its final position. 
Slabs 7 and 8 were left parked on slab 
6. The final lift of columns was then 
spliced on. The roof slab was lifted into 
position and slabs 7 and 8 were lifted to 
their final positions and secured. The 
maximum number of slabs lifted or parked 
together at any one time was four. 


Accurate Control 


An essential feature of lift slab work 
is that the columns should not be racked 
by uneven lifting; the control which 
ensures that the slabs rise level to within 
3 in. or less throughout the process is a

console. These consoles, mounted on 
the topmost moving slab and managed 
by one man, govern the _ individual 
speed of operation of every jack in use 
and thus keep the slabs level. 

The steelwork in the columns consisted 
of 10 in. x 10 in. or 8 in. x 8 in. universal 
beam sections and. the use of these 
enabled the lifting collars to the slabs 
to be partially embedded in the concrete 
column casing, so that they did not over- 
sail the cavity in the external walls. An 
interesting innovation by the contract- 
ors was the use of steel collars fabricated 
from angle sections, instead of the cast 
collars with integral keyhole slots in the 
ears as generally used in America. 

The 13 in. high tensile steel rods from 
the jacks were threaded through the con- 
crete, moved across with their end bushes 
under the collar and held there in the 
lifting position. The collars themselves 
were threaded onto the columns on the 
ground instead of being placed by crane 
after the columns had been raised. 


Design 

Structural design with lift slab con- 
struction differs little from that required 
for normal designs with flat plate slabs, 
being based on the moment distribution 
analysis for continuous frames in CP 114. 
Special factors such as temporary stresses 
on the columns and slabs during lifting 
are limited by the operator of the console, 
the lifting sequence, and by keeping the 
columns plumb at all times. 

Foundations, though basically normal, 
must provide a rigid connection with the 
column base in order that the column 
may act as a cantilever. The stability of 
the whole system depends on the quality 
of the welded joints. 

For any complete assessment of the 
advantages of lift slab in multi-storey 
housing, a purpose-designed block, allow- 
ing full floor casting with possibly built- 
in horizontal heating panels, services and 
insulation would be required. Nothing of 
the kind was contemplated in this experi- 
ment whose merit consists precisely in 
the fact that it has been made with a 
type plan, adaptable to other construc- 
tional methods.

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Cost Control: The Contractor’s Contribution 


The Analytical Approach to the Estimator's Task 


Prior to its merger with the Management Committee the RIBA Cost Research 
Committee invited Mr. H. J]. Cruickshank, AMIMechE, FIOB, managing 
director of Gilbert-Ash Ltd., to write a paper dealing with the contractor's 
contribution to cost control with particular relation to site operations and 


plant. 


A conclusion drawn by Mr. Cruickshank is that cost implications 


can only be obtained in joint consultation with those entrusted with con- 


struction—the contractors. 


They were ready, he said, to accept an invitation 


from the client, the architect or the quantity surveyor to join the team. 
Mr. Cruickshank’s paper is given in full below. 


AT THE RIBA Cost Control Conference 
at Missenden, in January, a paper was 
presented by Mr. S. A. W. Johnson- 
Marshall. CBE, BArch. ARIBA, in which 
he stated: (a) that clients were becoming 
more exacting about what they wanted 
for their money; (b) that there was an 
increasing need for good budgeting; (c) 
that firms providing an ‘all-in’ service 
had the advantage of integrating quantity 
surveyors, builders, and architects as one 
unit. 

A reader of this paper gains the impres- 
sion that Mr. Johnson-Marshall admits 
an advantage is gained if a building con- 
tractor is integrated into the budgeting 
process of design, for the quantity sur- 
veyor and architect already work as a 
team on most projects. There is certainly 
a strong case to support this opinion, 
although constitutional difficulties stand 
in the way of its general fulfilment. 


Cost Research 


The basis of good budgeting is an 
accurate knowledge of up-to-date costs. 
Many contractors have now established 
‘cost research departments’ in one 
form or another. Their objective in 
voluntarily increasing their overhead 
expenditure in this branch of research 
may be summarised as follows: (a) to 
improve efficiency, and, by the methodical 
analysis of operating costs, to keep up 
to date their methods of estimating and 
construction; (b) to provide clients and/ 
or architects, who seek their services, with 
a sound basis upon which to plan and 
design a project within a given budget 
and period of time. 

Under present day conditions a con- 
siderable degree of planning and program- 
ming must be carried out by a contractor 
on each project for which he tenders. 
This analytical approach supplements the 
normal pricing methods employed by the 
contractor’s estimators. Estimating is 
normally based upon average data and, 
for some projects, is insufficiently discern- 
ing for keen pricing and rapid construc- 
tion periods. The introduction of new 
mechanical equipment, shuttering 
methods, and the like, has demanded a 
new and detailed study of operational 
activity. In consequence, a planning team 
works in conjunction with estimators to 
produce the keenest and most practical 
bid for a job. ; 

Over a period of time this analytical 
approach to planning and tendering has 
given the contractor a special insight 
into the relative cost values of architec- 
tural layout and design. In particular (at 


the present time) this is true for schools 
and office buildings where the functional 
requirements are reasonably standard. 
Thus a contractor who builds many 
schools will develop special techniques 
of construction. These techniques can 
influence and economise some aspects of 
design detail, without detracting from 
the quality of the finished product. The 
level of school building costs, pegged by 
the Ministry of Education over many 
years, together with the steadily decreas- 
ing construction periods, is an outstand- 
ing example of this analytical approach. 

It is difficult in a short article to select 
an adequate number of examples which 
illustrate the full benefits to be gained 
by an architect using the cost and opera- 
tional research data kept by a contractor 
for planning and estimating, but the 
following are indicative of the type of 
information which is available. 

Plan Shapes. It is an accepted fact 
that the plan shape of a structure (i.e. the 
ratio of perimeter to floor area) directly 
affects the cost of many elements, par 
ticularly wall areas and the structural 
frame. Any research into this aspect of 
planning requires a wide range of 
samples, using structures of identical 
form and load capacity, and made up of 
units priced on a standard basis. Oppor- 
tunities for sampling, within these restric 
tions, rarely occur to the architect or 
quantity surveyor. For some contractors 
this type of research is continual. 
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costs of varying storey heights for schoo] 
buildings (within the limit of four 
storeys) revealed (in 1957) the following 
order of economy: 
Framed 
2 storeys 
3 storeys 
4 storeys 
1 storey 4 storeys 

A similar research is being made, by 
various firms, into data on offices, flats, 
and industrial structures. 

Concrete. Contractors are finding con- 
crete mix design; concrete precasting 
and prestressing techniques; and concrete 
structures, a fruitful field for cost re 
search. Data from a wide range of con 
creting operations indicate that the 
following factors should be taken into 
account at the design stage of most 
projects: 

(a) Is speed of construction the critical 
factor? 

(b) Is_ cost 
criterion? 

(c) Are.the concrete mixes specified, 
based upon economical mix design, or 
merely standard specifications (e.g., by 
volume)? 

(d) If a combination of ‘in situ’ con- 
crete and precast concrete is specified, 
will the quantities permit a continuous 
building operation, and a full utilisation 
of plant? 

(e) Will the contractor use cranes, or 
hoists, for lifting operations? If cranes 
are to be employed, type and capacity 
should be determined, and structural units 
and other building elements designed to 
employ maximum crane capacity as much 
as possible. 

A typical example of the influences 
arising under this heading may be taken 
from a multi-storey office building where 
the following elements had to be lifted by 
the contractor:

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heaviest lift, over a considerable period, 
during which time its full capacity was 
used to a limited extent only. The com- 
puted extra cost, incurred by infrequent 
peak load usage, was £4,000 on a structure 
valued at £50,000 (total value of contract 
£210,000). (Fig. 2.) 


Approach to Construction 


On major contracts architectural layout 
and general specification influence the 
contractor’s construction methods and 
equipment to a degree not yet appreciated 
by the designers. For example, the selec- 
tion of the type of tower crane which 
may be used depends upon plan shape, 
height, maximum loads to be lifted, loca- 
tion of stair or lift wells, and structural 
stability of the frame during erection. 
Early consultation on these matters can 
affect the whole basis of a contractor's 
approach to construction and vitally 
affects price. (Figs. 3 and 4.) 

Building efficiency suffers from being 
considered as a series of loosely co- 
ordinated trade operations, some of which 
may be designed and nominated after 
construction operations have commenced. 
With the new facilities being provided by 
off-site factories for prefabricated units, 
e.g., plumbing, heating, partitions, ceil- 
ings, etc., a wider appreciation during the 
design stage of the integration of these 
‘trades ’ and their influence on the overall 
construction economy and programme, is 
becoming increasingly important. The 
contractor’s experience of programming 
could be a valuable asset in these con- 
siderations. 

These few examples illustrate some of 
the factors a designer must take into 
account if he is to retain a strong measure 
of control over the ultimate cost of his

project. They should be added to the 
items contained in the client's brief, and 
must be woven into the artistic and func- 
tional aspect of the whole design. 

From the inception of the provisional 
layout, the architect should be disciplined 
by the control of a cost plan. The word 
‘ discipline ’ is used deliberately because it 
is inevitable that the architect be con- 
strained to a limited budget.

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Mr. James Nisbet, FRICS, produced a 
strong argument (at the Missenden con- 
ference) for *. . . a cost plan to be prepared 
jointly by the architect and quantity 
surveyor; the cost data from buildings 
with which they are both well acquainted 
is obviously the best source of preparing 
a cost plan.’ This is a start; it is impera- 
tive, however, that the architect conforms 
to the fundamental design data upon 
which the cost plan is based, and insti- 
tutes a systematic method of cost control 
as the design work proceeds. Price fluc- 
tuations and market influences during the 
design period must also be allowed for. 

All this does not take into account 
experience, the up-to-date cost data, and

ONCE UPON A TIME those of us who had 

been well grounded in the standard text 

books knew the answers to questions of 
construction. If we did not we could 
always turn to page so-and-so to find the 
problem lucidly explained. As the 
eminent educationist of Dotheboys Hall 
would have said, ‘ w-i-n-d-e-r-, winder; 
now go and clean it.’ But all that is 
changed, it seems, since building took on 
the ‘new look.’ ‘ Autres temps, autres 
moeurs.’ However serviceable and well 
used in the stagnant past the old prescrip- 
tions no longer meet the case. Invention 
now is all to the fore and the spirit of 
progress so essential in a brave new world 
finds scope in every bead and muntin. 
All this adds immensely to the excite- 
ment of designing. It adds, as well, to 
the time required to do it. Anyone who 
has tried will know the difficulty of 
inventing something new. Even varia- 
tions on an old theme are apt to be 
exacting. And then there is the anxiety 
as to whether the new thing will really 
work. It may give some assurance to a 


busy practitioner of the ‘ avante garde’ if 
he can turn to ‘ Architects’ Working 
Details,’ No. 6 of the series, published by 
the Architectural Press, and dedicated 
to examples from abroad. 

The work of architects in nine 
European countries is shown and there 
are a few examples from Canada and the 
USA. This origin in foreign parts means 
that the book is mainly an inspiration, 
an exposition of the kind of thing which 
we may try to emulate (and hope in 
vanity for the same process in reverse). 
It is not that ‘ they manage these things 
better in France’ (for example) but that 
they manage them differently. We still 
have to work out our own salvation—or 
turn to a different book. But it is stimu- 
lating to know that difficulties compar- 
able to our own have been successfully 
overcome and pleasing to find on some 
occasions that our problem and their 
solution happily coincide. 

One reflection is engendered by this 
publication: that as our facades get 
simpler, as the ‘new look’ requires, the 
details which go to make them up tend 
to become more complex. The emphasis 
has shifted ground but there was not 
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the latest construction techniques of the 
progressive contractor. As a consequence, 
by simple evolution clients are beginning 
to seek out the contractor who provides 
an ‘all-in’ service, or a contractor who 
will negotiate and assist his professional 
advisers, in order to make full use of his 
experience and get a product within his 
financial budget and to a time limit. 
To quote Mr. Johnson-Marshall again: 
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‘If the architect is to retain control of 
design (and the thought of losing it is 
unbearable to most of us) he must also 
control finance. It follows, therefore, 
that unless he knows the cost implications 
of what he is drawing he cannot design 
with confidence. And, of course, cost not 
only governs the area at the early design 
stage, but also the concept of structure 
and of components.’ 

It is submitted that full up-to-date cost 
implications can only be obtained in joint 
consultation with those entrusted with 
construction the contractors. They 
are ready to accept an invitation from 
client, architect, or quantity surveyor to 
join the team.

1. Roofing 


A new ALUMINIUM ROOFING SYSTEM, 
used in the construction of a school in 
Northamptonshire, is, in essence, an 
adaption of the traditional method of 
applying standing seam roofing. The 
aluminium is transported to the site in 
18-in.-wide coils, each weighing about 
450 lb. From these coils the metal is 
formed by a mobile machine into 14-in.- 
wide trays of the length required for the 
particular roof being covered. As each 
tray is laid, it is secured to the roof deck- 
ing by special clips whilst the edges of

adjoining trays are double’ welted 
together by special machines to form a 
water-tight joint. 

In this system, which was developed in 
New Zealand, there are no horizontal lap 
joints and the surface of the roof is free 
from visible fixings. The roof need only 
have a minimum pitch of 2 inches in 10 ft. 
to apply the system and, as trays of up to 
45 ft. in length can be obtained, it seems 
suited to low pitch gable and lean-to 
roofs.

2. Brushes 


A new kind of PAINT BRUSH was 
recently demonstrated which, it is 
claimed, will cut painting time by 50 per 
cent. It can be used over any surface 
with any normal paint and, because of 
the manner in which the bristles are set 
in the stock—the bristles are in ranges, 
not tufts—the paint-carrying capacity is 
three times greater than the conventional 
brush. This, of course, allows a much 
wider area to be covered with each load- 
ing. A further characteristic of the brush 
is that paint is pushed on to the surface 
and not back into the stock, so that clean- 
ing becomes less of a chore. Other inter- 
esting features are a flange, moulded on 
the handle, which enables the brush to be 
clipped to the side of the paint container, 
and a hollow handle for fitting an exten- 
sion piece. This could prove useful for 
painting ceilings and stair walls where 
the erection of scaffolding or steps 
presents a problem.

3. Paints 


Another PRIMER is being produced to 
enable rusted surfaces to be painted over. 


The loose rust is first brushed off, the 
primer applied to the surface, and, once 
it is dry, which would normally take 
about 24 hours, any type of top coat can 
be used without danger of the rust break- 
ing through the paint film. 

The primer is basically an oxidising oil 
but it will only oxidise to a limited 
extent. When the oxidisation is complete, 
the film obtained is still flexible and will 
never dry to a completely hard finish, 
but this does not affect the application of 
the top coat. It is also an oil of 
extremely high penetration and it will 
penetrate through all corrosive elements 
down to the virgin metal. Although it is 
essentially a primer, it can give limited 
protection in its own right to rusty fac- 
tory equipment and, because it never 
dries out completely, it can be used for 
painting over nuts and bolts without seiz- 
ing them up.

4. Heating

The Mechanical Handling Exhibition 


Some Interesting New Developments at Olympia 


BY G. H. WAGSTAFF 

THE TENDENCY to look upon the biennial 
Building Exhibition as a show for ‘ Our 
Industry,’ must not be allowed to blind 
our eyes to developments in the other 
spheres of industry. Machines these days 
are sometimes classified in the category 
of * specialist,” but there are quite a num- 
ber equally useful in several industries 
and many applications. 

We must not overlook the fact that 
construction in Britain employs directly 
14m. persons, more than any other single 
industry. Allowing for the winning of 
raw materials, transportation, processing 
and assembly involved in providing build- 
ings, plus the allied professions, some 3m. 
people, or more than one-eighth of the 
employed population owe their livelihood 
directly or indirectly to building work. 

Abroad British contractors continue to 
make an increasing contribution to the 
nation’s earnings. Overseas contracts in- 
volving building of bridges, harbours, 
dams, offices, roads, and so on, serve to 
emphasise the need to meet the competi- 
tion of foreign constructors. New ways 
and means of increasing productivity are 
becoming daily more essential. 

Of the 300 stands at Earls Court for 
the Mechanical Handling Exhibition, 
which closes today (May 13), many are 
showing plant and equipment applicable 
only to factory production and assembly. 
Building work entails more ‘ tailor-made’ 
activity, but a visit to the exhibition 
served to show that the range of plant 
and machinery applicable to site work is 
becoming more diverse. 

POWELL DUFFRYN ENGINEERING CO. LTD., 
Cambrian Works, Maindy, Cardiff. 
showed for the first time in this country 
the American Dempster-Dumster inte- 
grated system of standard commercial 
vehicles and specially designed con- 
tainers for handling in bulk all kinds of 
process materials. Two types were 
exhibited. The Dempster-Dumster, Type 
L.F.W. will lift, transport, set down or 
dump loads from 6,000 Ib. to 38,000 Ib. 
in containers ranging from one to fifteen 
cubic yards. Pick-up is by chain slings 
attached to the container by hand—all 
other operations are hydraulically con- 
trolled from the driver’s cab. The 
Dempster-Dinosaur can pick up from 
ground level, transport and put down its 
own body, empty or loaded, without the 
driver leaving the cab. Body sizes range 
from 10 to 40 cubic yards. 

The range of small power 
becoming more extensive daily. With the 
easy payment terms available and the 
facilities for the ‘do it yourself’ types 
to hire small tools, it is slightly ironic to 
see the craftsman struggling with conven- 
tional tools on some jobs.

Contractors’ Impressive Contribution

From Our Own Correspondents 


AUSTRALIA (QUEENSLAND): Mr. T. Kelly, 
managing director of Woolworths Ltd., 
has stated that his company is to spend 
over £l14m. during the next 12 months 
on building 5 or 6 large supermarkets 
to open before March, 1961 and a major 
extension to the company’s meat and 
small goods factory in Brisbane. 
Brisbane city council is calling for tenders 
for preliminary work on the 45,000m. 
gallon North Pine River dam near Petrie 
which ultimately will become the city’s 
second source of water supply. The Lord 
Mayor has stated that the tenders are for 
drilling work to test foundations. The 
total cost is estimated at £7m. 


AUSTRALIA (WESTERN): B.P. Australia 
Ltd. will spend £A8m. to £A10m. on the 
construction of a new refinery at 
Kwinana. 

The managing director of the company, 
Mr. Seddon, has said that the new 
refinery would produce about 100,000 
tons of lubricants a year for the 
Australian and export markets. It is 
already in an advanced state of planning. 


AUSTRALIA (WESTERN): Tenders are 
being called for major extensions to the 
Adelphi Hotel at St. George’s-terrace, 
Perth.

RHODESIA (SOUTHERN): Bulawayo City 
Council’s £8m. proposals to ensure Bula- 
wayo’s water supplies over the next 25 
years envisage two large dams, the second, 
costing about £2m. being larger than Lake 
Mcllwaine. The proposal is that the two 
dams should be astride tributaries of the 
Unzingwane River, one on the Inyunkuni 
about 37 miles from the city and the 
second on the Insiza, 10 miles further 
away. The 25-year plan would start in 
1962 with the building of the Inyunkuni 
dam (costing about £750,000) and a seven- 
mile tunnel linking the new dam with the 
existing Ncema dam (and costing about 
£600,000). Work on the construction of 
the Insiza dam (costing £2,000,000) is 
scheduled to start in 1973 and to take 
three years. A total of four water tun- 
nels linking the dams to each other and 
to the city are envisaged, costing in all 
about £2,970,000. 


THAILAND: On April 19 the directors 
of the Bangkok Intercontinental Hotel Co. 
Ltd. interviewed the managing director of 
the Tourist Organisation of Thailand. The 
company an affiliate of the International 
Hotel Corporation which already operates 
16 hotels and has two under construction 
in Bangkok, proposes the construction of 
a new 400-room hotel to international 
standards.

“Your No. 3 ‘Sani-Snake’ 

cleared a stoppage in a main 

drain after unsuccessful 

attempts had been made 

with rods.
